children. It contained a very knowl- 
edgeable, well-thought-out 12-page in- 
struction booklet explaining how to 
approach clients, how to take the pic- 
tures, what equipment is necessary. A 
complete rundown on all business pro- 
cedures is included. After you’ve sub- 
scribed, Photographer’s International 
will, at a reasonable cost, sell you photo 
mailing envelopes, model releases, 
backdrops and local birthlists, and it 
runs a processing service specializing 
in composites, wallet-size prints, etc. 

The plan is the brainchild of Hank 
Katchen. How does he know you pick 


up $225 a week from baby pictures? 
That’s how he started in photography.

TO THE EDITOR 


A Plate for Your Thoughts 
This special dispatch appeared in 


the Boston Herald 55 years ago, under 
the heading COLORADO MAN SAYS HE 
PHOTOGRAPHED THOUGHT. 

“Colorado Springs, Col. Feb. 26, 
1906.—A. H. Cutting of Colorado City 
says he has demonstrated that mag- 
netic or vital fluid from the brain 
makes its mark upon a photographic 
film and reproduces the object of 
thought. 

“On Thursday a friend went to Mr. 
Cutting’s office and told him that he 
had just read of Maj. Darget’s experi- 
ments in photographing thought. Cut- 
ting at once said he would try it. He 
took a photographic plate from an un- 
broken package, and, accompanied by 
his friend, went into a darkened cellar. 
The plate was tied across his forehead, 
and for 30 minutes his thoughts were 


concentrated upon the features of his 
father, whom he remembered only by 
a picture. When the plate was devel- 
oped a distinct outline of his father’s 
face was there. 

“Maj. Darget of the Polytechnic 
School of France, who made the dis- 
covery of thought in photography some 
months ago, named the agency N-ray, 
and calls that human magnetism.” 

I cannot recall having read of any 
experiment of such a nature. Perhaps 
some of your readers can. Medical 
science has, by means of the enceph- 
alograph, proven that an electrical cur- 
rent is generated by the brain and can 
measure deviations in the amount of 
that current when thought is directed 
toward one certain thing or under 
great stress or fear. It would be inter- 
esting to know if these brain currents 
have ever been recorded on film in the 
form of static lines and if so, were 
they decipherable as to certain pat- 
terns. The outline of an object as 
described in the clipping seems rather 
far-fetched.

Old Paper Never Dies 


I have just read in the July “Coffee 
Break” of the man in Texas who at- 
tempted to use 20-year old film. Re- 
cently I came upon some photographic 
paper which was dated at about the 
same time, 1941 and ’42, and there 
was so much of it I couldn’t let it be 
wasted. So, I tried it out, and most 
of it was still good. Most of it was 
Kodabrom, double-weight with some- 
thing like a Medalist G surface. I 
found that by exposing it longer than 
usual and giving it a shorter time in 
developing, I minimized fogging to 
a degree that makes it difficult to tell 
that the paper is old. Of course, with 
this reduced time of development, the 
contrast is notably reduced, but for 
proof work it’s ideal.

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Russians. will mass-produce pre- 
cision SLR ultraminiature—super- 
wide ultraminiature on the way. 


The single-lens reflex is going ultra- 
miniature—at least in Russia. Mass 
production will soon get underway on 
a 16mm SLR making 25 pictures 
14 x 21mm on 16mm fiim. It’s claimed 
that the camera, named the Nartsis 
(Narcissus) produces the largest pic- 
ture area size with the smallest camera 
body of any ultraminiature. A 35mm 
f/2.8 Industar-60 lens in a threaded 
interchangeable lens mount focuses to 
about 18 in. Smallest aperture is f/16. 





Nartsis is Russian ultra SLR. 


The Russians have not indicated any 
information about the shutter or its 
speeds but it appears to be a focal- 
plane. It’s synced for electronic flash 
at 1/60 sec. or higher. The direct eye- 
level reflex prism is interchangeable 
with a mirror reflex finder. The entire 
back slips off for loading. The film is 
spooled in a light-tight cassette and 
feeds into a second cassette when the 
rapid wind lever (which also winds 
the shutter) is thrown. There doesn’t 
appear to be any need for rewinding 
the film into the original cassette but 
a rewind system is provided anyhow. 

Apparently the Narcissus is no toy, 
although it’s stated that it will be 
“handy for travel.’’ Other uses listed 
for it are: macro-, microphotography, 
and medical photographs taken within 
the human body. Since it does have a 
removable interchangeable lens and 
reflex focusing, just about any lens 
can be fitted to it provided that you 
can get hold of the proper adapter. 


The Narcissus is 4 in. long, about 
2% in. high and slightly less than 2 in. 
from front of lens to camera back. 

The Russians are not the only ones 
seeking to diversify the ultraminia- 
ture. The Japanese Viscawide also 
uses 16mm film but makes 10 shots 
each 2 1/16 x 13/32 in. covering a 
120° horizontal and 24° vertical image. 
The camera is 4 3/4 x 2 3/32 x 1 3/4 
in., weighs 1 lb. 1 oz. It has a 25mm 
f/3.5 three-element fixed-focus Lauser 
lens and two shutter speeds, 1/60 and 





It made the picture below. 


1/300 sec. The lens has aperture stops 
to f/16. During exposure the lens 
swings on its axis while a slit in the 
focal-plane shutter travels across the 
film plane. The camera uses standard 
perforated 16mm film. 


Arca reflex will appear 

After being swamped with requests 
for information on when (if ever) and 
by whom (if by anybody) the Arca 
4x5 and 24% x 3% combination 
single-lens reflex and view camera 
systems would appear in this country 
(see Photokina Report, MODERN, Janu- 
ary 1961), we’re happy to have some 
affirmative answers. The importer will 
be the Standard Camera Corp., 319 
Fifth Ave., New York 16, N.Y., and we 
expect to have a test report on at 
least one size Arca reflex soon. 


Argus to go for the SLR? 

While Argus may be reissuing fine 
if somewhat obsolescent vintage cam- 
eras at bargain prices (the C3 is 
$29.95), no grass is growing under 
anyone’s feet at the home base in Ann 
Arbor, Michigan. 

The wind blows news of a 35mm 
single-lens reflex with two zoom 
lenses, one a wide-angle to normal, one 
a tele zoom. Where will the camera be 
made, here, Japan, Germany, Liechten- 
stein? (Don’t laugh, that’s where the 
Rectaflex factory moved from Italy.) 
No comment from Argus, but intima- 
tions are that the lenses will be U.S.A. 
born and bred.

tramp around Ann Arbor, also learned 
that Argus engineers are working in 
far fields—macrophotography. Can 
they really build a macro zoom lens 
with the light for both focusing illumi- 
nation and shooting coming through 
the lens itself ? If so, they’ll have solved 
a major macrophotography stumbling 
block—how to light a subject effec- 
tively when the lens is on top of it. 


A wider view 


We've become slightly jaded with 
the rash of cameras making extra- 
wide pictures (how much further can 
you go than 360°?). Of course, most 
extra-wide cameras turn around like 
tops when they take a picture. If the 
camera remains still, the lens swings. 
Now we have a non-swinging lens for 
a non-turning camera which really

takes our breath away. The new 
Kinoptik 1.9mm f/1.9 lens in C-mount 
allows a 16mm movie or TV camera to 
see behind itself—a 197° coverage. 
It gives a round image 8.7mm in di- 
ameter. The lens is said to be sharp 
and brilliant, producing good tonal 
rendition. It costs a mere $1250, which 
probably isn’t steep if you want an eye 
in the back of your head, particularly 
if it’s the same one you have in front. 
Only thing in the way of a larger angle 
is probably the film and the camera. 


Zoom finders 

Word creeping out of the design 
rooms of the leading rangefinder 
camera manufacturers seem to indi- 
cate that range-viewfinder windows of 
future cameras won’t use smaller 
projected frarnes to outline the views 
for various focal-length lenses. The 
finders will zoom instead to maintain a 
large picture area no matter the lens. 


Another CdS meter from Sekonic? 

Sekonic apparently isn’t letting any 
grass grow ’neath its feet. Right after 
introducing the Microlite L-88 cadmi- 
um sulfide cell meter, they’re getting

While the 
35mm reflex with 
an automatic lens 
diaphragm and

new. For example, the automatic dia- 
phragm idea can be traced back to an 
old and respected large camera: the 



























TECHNIQUES 
TOMORROW

Automatic Graflex. It’s really the neat, 
compact combination that makes the 
present-day 35mm reflex the efficient 
and popular machine it is. In the same 
way, some of the future improvements 
may not be new in the absolute sense. 

First of all, let’s see what can be 
done about sharpness and resolution 
of the picture. As far as the lens itself 
is concerned, steady improvement can 
be expected, particularly as the rare- 
earth glasses become more widely 
used. In addition, clearer, more ‘“water- 
white” glass, especially in the higher 
index flint types, will make the lens 
engineer and the manufacturer hap- 
pier. Improvements in the sharpness 
and reduction in the graininess of 
medium- and high-speed films, added 
to the improvements in the lens, mean 
that we can expect performance 








equivalent to a resolution of 80 lines 
per millimeter for the entire camera 
before long. But wait a minute! This 
means that the depth of focus (and the 
depth of field) will be smaller. The 
camera manufacturer will have to 
make the camera to closer mechanical 
tolerances. Most important will be the 
need for more accurate focusing. 

One solution we can think about is a 
new type of viewing system which will 
have some kind of true split-image 
rangefinder close to the ground-glass 
view. I can now hear some of you re- 
mind me of the split-prism rangefinder 
now in use in many reflexes. Well, 
these are all right for fast lenses of 
around normal focal length. But with 
a 58mm f/2 lens the rangefinder base- 
line is equivalent to less than an inch. 
This is hardly enough for the critical 
focusing we hope to have in the future. 
The Leica has one of the finest range- 
finders ever made, with a baseline of 
about 13g in. Only the most careful 
workmanship makes this rangefinder 
the success that it is. For our future 
SLR, the coupled rangefinder may have 
a baseline of 2 in. or more. 


Borrowed from the movie camera 


New advances in the 8mm movie 
camera lead us to the next idea, a per- 
manent beamsplitter built into the 
space between the lens and the film. 
I’ve been asked often if this might not 
be applied to the 35mm reflex. Well, 
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THIN-FILM BEAMSPLITTER: The 
future SLR may have, instead of a 
moving mirror, a fixed semi-trans- 
parent film (A) mounted in a rigid 
frame. Light from the lens (B) can 
pass through beamsplitter to shutter 
and film (C) and also be reflected up 


to the prism for viewing (D). 


the beamsplitter is in effect a block of 
glass with no optical power (it’s not a 
lens) situated in the convergent beam 
of light going from lens to film, and it 
causes an increase in all of the aberra- 
tions of the camera lens. The lens de- 
signer tries to reduce the effect by 
designing the lens and glass block to- 
gether as a single optical system. It 
works decently for the angles of view 
and focal lengths used in 8mm movie 
cameras; but in the high performance 
35mm reflex, the problem is a lot 
tougher. This kind of beamsplitter is 





not out of the question for the future: 
time and acceptance by the camera 
user will decide. When that happens, 
the optical designer will have to come 
up with complex lenses to fit. 

There is another type of beam- 
splitter which might do the job: the 
thin plastic film reflector. For a long 
time the National Photocolor Com- 
pany of New York has been making 
this kind of device for the tri-pack, 
“one shot” color cameras. These re- 
quire a large area beamsplitter with- 
out effect on the optical quality of the 


camera lens and without causing 


ghosts due to multiple reflection from 
the beamsplitter. Now, it may seem 
that this kind of beamsplitter is fragile, 
but it’s surprising how well the thin 
film stands up to rough use. 

A permanent beamsplitter may 
cause another kind of trouble: light 
leakage. If the viewing eyepiece is not 
completely shielded from light during 
exposure, some may leak back into the 
camera through the ground glass and 
fog the film. The moving mirror of 
today’s 35mm reflex serves to block off 
this light when the exposure is made. 

Accurate focusing; a new type of 
coupled rangefinder with its view 
within the ground-glass area; a higher 
level of sharpness with new lenses;

things we might look forward to in the 
future 35mm SLR.—THE END

Burt Keppler has been fiddling with 
single-lens reflexes since he was quite 
a small boy. In the past 10 years he 
has paid particular attention to 35mm 
eye-level SLR’s and in his position as 
an editor of MODERN has had the op- 
portunity to examine and use all of 
them as they came along. 

Now he has compiled his ideas and 
opinions about the 35mm _ eye-level 
SLR into a book which is the best I 
have read on this subject. The text is 
frankly opinionated and subjective and 
many people, myself included, are 
likely to disagree with some of his 
views about the choice and use of the 
cameras he describes. However, any- 
one who is all at sea about choosing one 
of the many SLR’s now available, or 
anyone who now owns such a camera 
and wants to improve his use and en- 
joyment of it, will profit from reading 
Keppler’s obviously sincere and con- 
scientious appraisals and discussion. 

The book is full of illustrations.

FROM DRY PLATES TO EKTACHROME 
FILM, a Story of Photographic Research, 
by Dr. C. E. Kenneth Mees, 324 pages, 
Ziff-Davis, $5.95 


Before he died last year the world- 
famous photographic scientist Dr. 
Kenneth Mees put together a series 
of reminiscences about the growth of 
the science of photography. As an in- 
sider’s picture of how and why certain 
technical aspects of the medium have 
developed, this book is excellent. 


In 23 chapters Dr. Mees ranges 
over almost every phase of photo- 
graphic science. He describes the his- 
tory of Wratten and Wainwright, the 
English photographic manufacturers 
of the early 1900’s. He discusses sensi- 
tometry, the all-important science of 
photographic sensitivity to light. In a 
number of the chapters he comments 
on different aspects of photographic 
chemistry and physics. 

The book is well printed on high- 
quality paper, and its clear illus- 
trations and diagrams _ contribute 
significantly to its usefulness. Un- 
fortunately, no information is included 
on the development of the new Koda- 
chrome II, and high-speed develop- 
ment systems, such as the Land-Polar- 
oid process, are ignored. Even so, the 
book is most highly recommended to 
anyone interested in the science of 
photography.—B.s. 


NEW MAMIYAFLEX C SERIES TWIN- 
LENS REFLEX GUIDE, by Kenneth S. Tyd- 
ings, 128 pages. Chilton Co., $1.95 
Disorder, confusion plus some good 
basic facts which belong and can be 
found in the Mamiyafliex C instruction 
booklet are served in the usual undi- 
gested, ungrammatical, topsy-turvy 
Tydings manner. Here’s an example 
of his peculiar reverse logic. On page 
12 Tydings enmeshes the reader in the 
intricacies of Kelvin temperatures.

imudels of the Mamiyaflex he writes: 
“The latest models of the Mamiyafiex 
C Series, as well as the older models 
operate basically in the same way. 
The newer models, of course, have the 
conveniences and advanced design 
developed from the previous models. 
However, all models will take good 
pictures.” 

A comprehensive table of contents 
does help the persistent reader to wend 
his way.—H.K. 


NEW HEILAND PENTAX SLR GUIDE, by 
Kenneth S. Tydings, 128 pages. Chilton 
Co., $1.95 

The author has decided to abandon 
the recommendation found in his other 
guides to set the camera’s focusing 
first and then wander back and forth 
toward the subject until the picture is 
sharp. Herein he stands his ground and 
focuses his camera like the rest of us. 
Since Tydings does seem to have 
spruced up his information consider- 
ably, it seems unfortunate that he 
should slip in an entire section devoted 
to parallax correction—a most pe- 
culiar addition since no single-lens re- 
flex has parallax error. 

Tydings’ approach to taking pic- 
tures remains as laughable as his illus- 
trations of good photographs. Such 
horrible snapshots could easily be 
duplicated by a 10-year-old child with 


his finger over part of the lens. They 
are poorly exposed and horribly com- 
posed. However, there is some welcome 
relief from the Tydings shots since 
Asahi Optical Company, makers of 
the Pentax, have provided some good 
stock photographs. 

Our favorite Tydingism occurs in the 
chapter on “Practical Color Informa- 
tion.” He lists the visual emotional 
effects of colors as follows: 

“Receding Colors (for backgrounds) : 

1. Violet: The unknown, the baf- 


fling. 

2. Indigo: Discouragement, depres- 
sion. 

3. Black: Despair, the hidden, dig- 
nity. 


4. Brown: Decay, aftermath of life. 

5. Gray: Indecision, concern. 

6. White: Purity, cleanliness.” 

Tydings’ descriptions of Pentax 
equipment is fairly lucid and useful. 
There is a table of contents to help 
you fish out the information you want. 

Things are looking up. This is un- 
doubtedly one of his better efforts to 
date.——H.K. 


HAMMOND'S TOURIST MANUAL FOR 
RUSSIA, compiled by John E. Felber, 192 
pages. C. S$. Hammond & Co., $1.95 


Any photographer, amateur or pro- 
fessional, or anyone else who embarks 
for Russia or a satellite country with- 
out this American-passport-sized soft- 
covered book is out of his mind. A list- 
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ing of just about everything you 
need to know to get along in the pink 
and red lands is listed. There are also 
maps, copies of the myriad Russian 
language forms you might have to fill 
out, important Russian telephone num- 
bers and a whole page of useful 
Russian phrases. Editor’s note to 
photographers: ‘Common sense should 
be used in taking photographs. In tak- 
ing photographs of people, always ask 
their permission. This is common cour- 
tesy. Taking photographs inside of 
buildings, such as art galleries or 
museums, will in most cases require 
advance permission. Photographing 
inside the Lenin-Stalin Mausoleum is 
forbidden. Picture taking is also for- 
bidden during the passage in the 
Moscow Volga or the Volga-Don 
Canals.” 

Well if you can’t think of the right 
sign language or Russian phrase to ask 
permission, better use a long lens.

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The use of lenses, Part Il: The ad- 
vantages and disadvantages of the 
long-focus and the zoom. 


In talking last 
month about the 
wide-angle lens, I 
showed how its 
abnormal appar- 
ent perspective, 
though a partial 
disadvantage, 
could sometimes 
be turned to good 
account. The tele 
lens, of course, 
has the equivalent disadvantage of 
collapsed perspective. 

While the wide-angle may tempt the 
movie maker with its great depth of 
field, the tele may discourage him with 
its shallow depth. This raises a focus 
problem if the subject is moving fairly 
close to the camera. (The night street 
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scenes of Jeanne Moreau wandering 
in Frantic show clearly—or not so 
clearly—what may happen.) It raises 
another problem in medium or long 
shots since foreground objects may 
appear distractingly fuzzy. 

On the other hand, a sharp fore- 
ground with a fuzzy background is 
acceptable as a realistic view even 
when a normal lens would show a 
pretty sharp background. So for close- 
ups, the cinematographer can use a 
lens of quite long focal length, or open 
up quite wide, in order to separate the 
stars from the extras. Toward the 
beginning of Elmer Gantry, for exam- 
ple, there are some shots of Burt 
Lancaster among the revivalist con- 
gregation where the people in the row 
behind are blurred out of recognition. 

Next to close-ups, the commonest 
situation that may call for a tele is 
violent or not fully controllable action. 
Exciting scenes can then be shot at 
little risk to the camera or crew. I 
believe that even the flock of sheep in 





The Sundowners—a pretty big and/ 
erratic flock, though—was often ré- 
spected with the use of a tele. But the 
most extensive and dramatic scenes 
of this kind that I can recall occur in 
the original Japanese The Magnificent 
Seven, where director Kurosawa 
brings the muddy battle between samu- 
rai and bandits almost into your lap. 

Occasionally the tele’s collapsed per- 
spective can be turned into an asset. 
I mentioned one example—increasing 
the menace of an oncoming tank—in 
my review of The Bridge (May 1961). 
This effect accentuates humor in an 
American short subject called Pow- 
wow, in which a college band going 
through a display rehearsal is shot 
almost exclusively at the long focal- 
length position of a zoom lens. As a 
result, the imperfections and uncer- 
tainties of the rehearsal are amplified 
both when the players are moving 
across the frame (in supposedly 
straight lines) and when they are 
moving toward or away from the 
camera (great exertions for little 
apparent headway). 


You stay put, the scene comes in 


The zoom lens—or at least, its 
zooming action—is not often used in 
feature movies. It cannot replace the 
traveling or crane shot because it pro- 
duces the effect not of the camera 
moving closer to the subject but rather 
of the subject being drawn magically 
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toward the camera. A fine practical 
demonstration of the difference be- 
tween dolly and zoom is given in The 
Apartment. Throughout the movie 
Billy Wilder makes use of fluid 
traveling shots—and then. suddenly, 
he zooms. This lone zoom occurs when 
Shirley Maclaine is lying on the bed in 
Jack Lemmon’s apartment, and a visi- 
tor accidentally catches sight of her 
through the half-open bedroom door. 
The not-quite-natural looming-up of 
her image effectively conveys the 
visitor’s wide-eyed surprise—while a 
traveling shot would have suggested 
that he sprinted over to the bed. 

This riveting-of-attention use of the 
zoom is by far the commonest. It 
occurs in Hitchcock’s Strangers on a 
Train (when Farley Granger, playing 
in a tennis match, notices Robert 
Walker staring fixedly at him from 
among a crowd of swivel-headed spec- 
tators); in Asquith’s Libel (when Dirk 
Bogarde, at the end of the trial, sud- 
denly thinks of the one piece of evi- 
dence that will prove his innocence) ; 
and in Leacock’s Hand in Hand (when 
the little Catholic boy, about to enter 
a synagogue, sees the Star of David 
instead of the familiar Cross). 

In the rare cases where the zoom is 
used at all extensively, it is generally 
combined with panning or even travel- 
ing actions so as to temper the “freez- 
ing” effect. Since the resulting com- 
bination of image movements looks 


pretty restless, it can most success- 
fully be used for scenes of tension or 
violence. Robert Wise uses a combina- 
tion of panning and zooming in Odds 
Against Tomorrow for the sequence 
where the three robbers are waiting 
moodily for their bank-assault rendez- 
vous. Stanley Kubrick uses a combina- 
tion of traveling and zooming in Paths 
of Glory for the sequence where Kirk 
Douglas leads his men in a desperate 
attack on the German stronghold (the 
camera travels parallel to the advance, 
zooming to and from Douglas as he 
keeps turning to urge him men on). 


Around the releases 


Rocco and His Brothers (dir., Lu- 
chino Visconti; phot., Guiseppe Rotun- 
no; b & w) is a three-hour epic from 
Italy, a poor man’s La Dolce Vita 
showing the fortunes (largely mis- 
fortunes) of a peasant family who 
move to the city. Visconti aims at the 
grand, sometimes theatrical manner, 
and the basic plot is excessively melo- 
dramatic, with the noble brother Rocco 
in conflict with the evil brother Si- 
mone over their love for a prostitute. 
But the way the scenes are set and 
the brothers are presented, in a loose 
chain of episodes, roots this melo- 
drama in reality. And when Visconti 
is at his best, as in most of Rocco, 
his direction is superb and effortless, 
and his camera moves unobtrusively

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‘Here are four major problems in 
shooting vacation movies and how 
you can solve them. 


There are four 
major problems 
that seem to arise 
in vacation and 
travel films—sub- 
ject selection, ac- 
tion, continuity 
and time. Let’s 
take them one by 
one and see how 
you can make 
sure that your film isn’t ruined by lack 
of attention to the major and minor 
details of actual shooting. 

Subject selection: No one has an 
unlimited film budget. A _ vacation 
usually means being presented with 
|}a multitude of fascinating images. 
| How do you stretch your film to cover 
them all? Well, you just may not be 
able to. But we do know one film 
maker who has a sensible rule of 
}thumb: he avoids shooting anything 
that his eventual audience can see by 
looking in any travel folder, mag- 
azine, or at the local movie theater. 

He seeks out the unusual aspects of 
a town—the tiny but beautifully de- 
| signed church, an obscure but inter- 
| esting open-air market, people at work 
}or play (if what they’re doing isn’t 
| already well publicized), an unusual 
side street which acts as a background 
| for people as they really are—not as 
| the guide books describe them. 
| Action: Remember that you're 
| shooting movies—not slides. A scene 
without some action might as well 
have been shot with a still camera. The 
action needn’t be intense in every shot. 
| It can be nothing more than the slight 
rustling of the wind through a field of 
| flowers. But where there’s no action, 
create it. The need for creating action 
| is most apparent in long shots of land- 
scapes. If you don’t want the shot to 
look like a static color slide, have 
|} someone walk slowly from one side 
of the screen to the other. The person 
| should be off in the distance. This small 
| piece of business helps in another way. 
| As the viewer’s eye follows the per- 
| son, it also takes in the entire scene 
| little by little, and the viewer’s interest 
| is thus held to the details. 

A moving shadow on the side of 
|}a building can help relieve the dead-

liness of an architectural shot. And 
of course, cutting from long shot to 
medium shot to close-up is also effec- 
tive—-providing subject distance and 
camera angle are changed with each 
shot. If you have a zoom lens, it can 
be used effectively to bring life to 
statue scenes. Start zooming and pan 
from the foot of the statue up so as 
to end with a tele shot of the head. 

Continuity: Getting smoothly from 
one shot to another is a constant prob- 
lem. With vacation and travel movies 
it becomes even more of a chore if pre- 
cautions aren’t taken. 

You won’t have to worry about con- 
tinuity until you start editing. How- 
ever, by shooting the footage you need 
to make your movie a smoothly flow- 
ing whole, you'll prevent headaches 
later. Here’s why. 


You're bound to have jumps 


Vacation and travel films tend to 
be slightly episodic. That can’t be 
helped, since you'll travel to many 
places and see many things. 

However, shooting the right tran- 
sition scenes can make for good con- 
tinuity. If you leave one place to go 
to another, shoot footage of cars, 
trains or airplanes that can be inter- 
cut between the two locales. 

If you shoot a rodeo one day and a 
water skiing sequence the next, make 
a shot that shows the family leaving 
the rodeo and another of them getting 
into a boat and leaving the dock. 

A brief sequence of a bag with 
travel labels on it can be used to 
bridge the gap between two places. 

But above all, don’t stop shooting 
a scene at a point midway in the action. 
Everything should have a beginning 
and an end-—even if the scene is only 
as brief as a few seconds. 

Time: Real time isn’t movie time. 
For example, you might be shooting a 
craftsman making a piece of pottery. 
You want your movie to show all the 
details of the intricate work involved 
but that would take an almost endless 
amount of film. Still, you are tempted 
to shoot as much of the action as you 
can. When you project the sequence at 
home it seems to take so much screen 
time that what was once an extremely 
interesting operation becomes a colos- 
sal bore. To avoid dead footage, pro- 
vide your audience with an under- 
standing of the making of pottery, 
rather than a how-to-do-it movie. In

BY JOHN WOLBARST 


With an SLR, what you see you get 
—but not if the focusing is out of 
whack. Here’s how to check it. 


In a single-lens reflex, the image of 
the subject formed by the lens has to 
travel two paths: (1) Via the mirror 
in viewing position to the ground glass, 
where you observe it through the 
pentaprism for focusing. (2) To the 
film plane, after the mirror flies up, to 
record the image on the film. 

If the SLR is well made, the distance 
which the image travels to the ground 
glass will be exactly the same as the 
distance to the film plane, or within 
a tolerance so small as to have no 
effect on the ability of the lens to make 
sharp pictures. 

From a practical standpoint all will 
be well if the difference is less than 
the depth of focus of the lens at 
maximum aperture at the closest 
normal focusing point. (The depth of 
focus is the distance which the film 
can be moved from the position of 
exact focus and still record a suitably 
sharp image of the subject on which 
the lens is focused. It varies accord- 
ing to the focal length and aperture of 
the lens and the standard of quality the 
manufacturer is trying to reach. It 
may be as small as two or three thou- 
sandths of an inch.) 

If the camera is not very well made, 
or if some would-be mechanic has been 
tinkering with the viewing system, the 
lens-to-ground-glass distance may 
differ substantially from the lens-to- 
film distance. If there is a great enough 
difference, it may become impossible 
for you to get sharp negatives, no 
matter how carefully you focus. 

Such a condition may be masked 
when shooting outdoors in bright light. 
At the small lens openings used the 
depth of focus may be sufficient to 
cover the error. However, when used 
indoors at wide aperture, the same 
camera may be chronically out of 
focus. Not long ago I tested an elab- 
orate new SLR and found it to be so 
out of kilter that I was unable to get 
sharp negatives under any conditions, 
although examination showed that the 
lens itself was an excellent one. 

So, I’m not discussing an academic 
problem, but one which can make 
itself a nuisance to you, and you too. 

As an aid to focusing, most SLRs 
now incorporate a split-prism range- 


finder in the viewing system as a 
standard or optional feature. In some 
cameras the prism rangefinder is the 
main or only focusing aid. How accu- 
rate are these devices ? 

My own experience is that such a 
rangefinder can be quite accurate and 
a real help in getting sharp focus. 
However, it requires extremely precise 
design and manufacture if it is to do its 
work properly. 

Like any other fine optical part its 
accuracy depends on how much care 
and skill goes into making it and how 
many defectives the manufacturer is 
willing to throw away. There are at 
least three important ways in which 
the rangefinder’s operation can be 
defective and cause incorrect focusing. 

The prisms themselves may be badly 
made and even if everything else on 
the camera is correctly aligned the 
rangefinder will be inaccurate. 

The prisms may be well made but 
installed in such a manner that the 
rangefinder and the ground glass 
don’t focus on the same plane. Then 
you have to determine whether it’s the 
rangefinder or the ground glass which 
is wrong. 

Since the prisms are integral with 
or attached to the ground-glass view- 
ing screen, their accuracy also depends 
on how accurately the ground glass is 
located. If the ground glass is out of 
position, as described above, then the 
rangefinder will also be affected, even 
if the prisms are perfect and are in 
correct relation to the ground glass. 


Detecting misalignment 


Fortunately, it is not difficult to 
make some simple practical tests 
which will give you a good idea as to 
whether or not your SLR viewing 
system is reasonably well aligned. 

All you have to do is to prepare a 
suitable target (described below), 
focus carefully on it using the range- 
finder, or the focusing spot on the 
ground glass, and then check whether 
or not the target is sharply focused in 
the film plane. The preferred way to 
do this is to actually make pictures on 
film. (I use Kodak Plus-X Pan or 
Panatomic-X and develop it normally 
in D-76, 1:1 or Kodak Microdol-X, 
1:3.) However, a good check can also 
be made with a small piece of ground 
glass and a 10 or 12X magnifier. 

Before going into this any further I 
want you to make sure that your eye- 
sight is compatible with your camera's 
viewing system. From a distance of 
3-31% ft. and using your camera’s 
normal lens, focus carefully on the 
subhead “With an SLR, what you see 
you get” etc. on this page. You should 
be able to see this sharply and clearly 
through the central portion of the 
viewing screen, and if you can read the 
small text type that’s even better. 

If the subhead is blurred or difficult 
to read no matter how you focus, 
there’s no point in going any further 
with this test. Instead, you had better 
read my May 1961 column to find out

Having this Polaroid picture 
trouble? An improved tab-pulling 
technique will help you to avoid it. 


The interesting 
but unappealing 
designs that are 
spread over photo 
1 are the result of 
a phenomenon 
known as “mis- 
tracking” which, 
in turn, is caused 
by improperly 
pulling the tab to 
start development. When you pull the 
piece of paper projecting from the slot 
in the end of your Polaroid Land 
camera, you force a smali container 
(pod) full of developer chemicals to 
go between two steel rollers. These 
crush the pod and distribute the chem- 
icals evenly over the face of the film. 

Simple as it is, however, improper 
tab-pulling is potentially a great source 
of trouble. If you pull the tab too 
slowly, or if you hesitate in mid-pull, 
or if you pull at an angle to the camera 
instead of straight out, mysterious 
marks will appear on the print. 

The mistracking marks of photo 1 





are caused by pulling the tab at an 
angle. This causes excessive pressure 
on one side of the film as it comes 
around one of the rollers inside the 
camera back. A wrinkling occurs, then 
a slight tear in one of the paper layers 
that make up the complete film assem- 
bly, and you suddenly have lumps 
along one side of the negative (photo 
2). These lumps cause the uneven de- 
velopment shown in photo 1. 


How to pull the tab 


It’s easy enough to say: “Pull the 
tab straight out.” The fact that many 
people don’t (or can’t) indicates that 
there’s a trap somewhere. There is, 
in the way you hold the camera and 
grasp the tab. Photos 3 and 4 show the 
approved grips. However, photo 5 
shows a new idea. 

Instead of trying to hold the heavy 
camera up high in front of you while 
pulling the tab, let it hang naturally 
in front of you and pull the tab down, 
as shown. In this position the camera 
tends to align itself automatically as 
you pull, the tab comes out straight, 
and there’s no mistracking. 

While this may not seem to be a very 
important change in the overall picture 
taking technique, I can assure you that 
it can have a profound effect on your

tween thumb and folded fingers. You 
need to pull strongly.

How the capabilities of the large 
camera helped me to solve a diffi- 
cult triple exposure problem. 


Some time ago, 
Life magazine 
asked me to illus- 
trate the Benja- 
min Franklin 
Papers series. To 
convey the idea 
that Franklin’s 
early experiments 
with electricity 
had, in certain 
respects, paved 
the way for today’s spectacular elec- 
trical achievements, the editors had 
conceived the idea of opening this essay 
with a double spread showing one of 
Franklin’s tiny static electricity gene- 
rators beside the huge equipment of a 
modern high-voltage research labora- 
tory, the whole topped off by a 
spark of “man-made lightning.” 

This, of course, didn’t sound very 
difficult. The Franklin machine was in 
the Franklin Institute in Philadelphia, 
and the photograph was to be shot in 
General Electric’s then brand-new 
Philadelphia Switch Gear Division not 
very far away. My idea was to borrow 
the Franklin machine, set it up in the 
G.E. lab, fire the spark, and shoot the 
whole thing in color with my 5 x 7 
Linhof Technika model 1938. 

The first jolt came when we were 
refused permission to remove the 
Franklin machine from the Institute. 
This meant, of course, that the picture 
would have to be a double exposure. 





To shoot a spark 

The second jolt came in the High- 
Voltage Lab. The big spark proved to 
last several seconds during which the 
flames fluttered up and down. How 
bright was this arc? How long would I 
have to expose my Ektachrome film to 
avoid underexposure? How short to 
stop the motion? 

The spark appeared so intensely 
bright that I guessed at an exposure 
of 1/100 sec. at f/22. However, just to 
be sure, I decided to make a test shot 
on Polaroid film. To my surprise, the 
picture came out blank. Subsequent 
exposures established that the correct

Aiming for big camera quality? 
Make grain a secondary considera- 
tion, and take better pictures. 


In the past I 
have not recom- 
mended using the 
fast films, such as 
Kodak Tri-X, for 
ultraminiature 
work. I have al- 
ways urged you to 
use the very slow- 
est films in order 
to get the finest 
grain and sharp- 
est image contours. Partly because of 
improvements in films and developers, 
but primarily because of a reconsider- 
ation of the psychology of ultraminia- 
ture photography, I have concluded 
that grain should be a secondary con- 
sideration. 

The ultraminiature camera, by its 
very format, is an “informal” instru-

ment. It’s forte is recording scenes, 
events, actions and personalities, and 
recording them fast with a minimum of 
effort—not technical perfection. If you 
are to work candidly, you may have to 
use relatively fast films, such as Kodak 
Plus-X Pan and Tri-X Pan. Although 
these films are being improved con- 
stantly, you cannot hope to approach 
the quality with them which you will 
obtain with Adox KB-14 and Kodak 
Panatomic-X, the slower films used 
most frequently in  ultraminiature 
cameras. The point I’m anxious to 
stress, however, is that it doesn’t neces- 
sarily matter too much. 

I believe your working formula 
should be: Get the best picture, using 
whatever film you need to do so, but 
get the picture. Additionally, there are 
several more specific practices which 
will make your pictures appear sharper 
than they actually are. 

1. Capture the spontaneous and the

unique. Look for interesting views of 
people doing things—informal actions 
and expressions. Get away from the 
common eye-level view: look for che 
new angle on that subject. 

2. Keep the picture simple. A single 
subject or theme is more likely to com- 
mand attention than one crowded with 
details. Supporting details are OK, but 
they should not compete with the main 
object. If you fill the image frame in 
the camera viewfinder, getting in close 
enough to eliminate unwanted details, 
the picture will be more dramatic. 

4. Use selection. This is done by using 
a wide aperture, and keeping only part 
of the overall scene sharp. Irrelevant 
details then disappear. This technique 
is particularly useful for close-ups; at 
greater distances, the great depth of 
field of ultraminiature lenses makes it 
impractical to focus selectively. 

5. Include strong foreground objects. 
The very minuteness of details in broad 
scenes takes away any feeling of sharp- 
ness and clarity. Also, landscapes tend 
to soften because of haze and ultra- 
violet radiation. The inclusion of a bold 
object in the foreground provides a 
pictorial anchor. The clarity of rendi- 
tion of the foreground object is psycho- 
logically imputed to the whole picture. 

6. Make use of tonal contrasts. Find 
a shooting position that records the 
most interesting shadows. The deepest 
and sharpest shadow effects are 
created by side-lighting. This is most 
important in rendering details of the 
texture of skin, sand, building surfaces, 
fabrics, snow, etc. A sense of sharp- 
ness is also conveyed by a judicious 
contrast of tonal masses. Conversely, 
a flat or compressed tonal scale may 
look dull and uninteresting.—THE END

this case you might start with a brief 
shot (perhaps 5 sec.) of the clay be- 
ing placed on the pottery wheel. 
Follow it with a close-up of the wheel 
itself as it spins (4 sec.). Later, when 
the work is almost done, shoot another 
scene showing the almost formed piece 
of pottery. Shoot one more brief shot— 
perhaps just a few seconds—of the 
finishing touches. Finally, shoot foot- 
age of the finished pot being placed on 
a shelf with others from the same 
wheel. The entire sequence can take as 
little as 15 or 20 sec.—THE END

exposure would be 1/25 sec. at f/5.6. 

Next we opened the big sliding 
doors of the lab to get the proper back- 
ground for the picture—the blue eve- 
ning sky against which the huge trans- 
formers would appear silhouetted in 
stark relief. After I had set up the 
Linhof, making proper allowances for 
the later superimposition of the Frank- 
lin machine, the headline and a block 
of text, we test fired the spark and 
found that the strong wind which en- 
tered the hall through the open doors 
almost instantly blew out the arc. We 
tried again and again, always with the 
same result. This, then, meant photo- 
graphing the spark while the doors 
were shut—a triple exposure! 

I marked the positions of the arc 
and transformers on the ground glass 
with a grease pencil, so that later I 
would know exactly where to position 
the image of the Franklin machine. 
Then I shot six sheets of Ektachrome 
of six different sparks, exposing each 
at 1/25 sec. and f/5.6. Next, I had the

lab doors opened and, on the same six 
sheets of pre-exposed film, made a 
second set of six exposures, this time 
of the evening sky, bracketing my ex- 
posures to get slightly different color 
effects, from 15 to 60 sec. at f/11. Then 
I drove to the Franklin Institute. 

There, I constructed a dead-black 
background for the Franklin machine, 
and set up my Linhof in such a way 
that the correctly scaled image of the 
machine filled the picture area that I 
had deliberately kept black in the pre- 
vious exposures. To make doubly sure 
that no extraneous background matter 
or stray light would register, I put a 
black cardboard mask with a small 
opening approximately 8 in. in front of 
the lens. This blocked out everything 
except the image of Franklin’s electric 
machine, which I then illuminated in a 
suitable way. Then, for the third time, 
I exposed my six sheets in accordance 
with a Weston meter reading. 

The illustration above was made 
from one of the original color trans: 
parencies. Most of the fine tone sepa- 
ration of the original is lost in this 
reproduction. But even so, this photo 
shows how a ground-glass-equipped 
large camera enabled me to do a diffi- 
cult job—-a job that only a large cam-

Develop the 
film. When it’s dry, examine the best- 
looking negative with a strong mag- 
nifier, or view it in an enlarger, or 
make an 8x10 or larger print.

With some of the leaf- 
shutter reflexes, focused for 3 ft., the 
band will be much wider, perhaps 8 or 
10 lines, and less distinctly outlined 
than tne narrower band. 

If all is well, the target line of type 
should b> well within the sharply 
focused hand. If it is out of the sharp 
band thea either your viewing system 
is out of kilter or you may have moved 
somethi ig. So, try again to make sure, 
or use the magnifier check described 
on pace 80. 

If the target line is sharp but near 
the edge of the band, either the view- 
ing system is slightly inaccurate, or 
you didn’t focus accurately. 

At the angle shown in photo 1, per- 
haps 10 or 11 lines of type are equiva- 
lent to an inch of focusing distance. 
So, if when focusing for 20 in. you con- 
sistently find that the sharpest line is 
the one above or below the target line, 
you’re off about 1/10 in. at a distance 
of 20 in. That’s pretty close focusing, 
and probably much better than you 
can do with ordinary picture subjects. 

However, if you always wind up 3 or 
4 or more lines away from your target 
line, your camera needs attention. 

How conclusive is this test ? Well, it 
is intended to be informative rather 
than definitive. The limiting factor is 
your ahility to determine when the 
target line is most sharply focused.

Four fallacies about the single-lens 
reflex, and how they affect your 
color. Can you overcome them? 


Unlike black- 
and-white, with 
its flexibility, you 
have to _ accept 
your color work 
as it comes from 
the photofinisher. 
If you’ve made 
errors in composi- 
tion and framing 
or if you’ve mis- 
judged the color values, there’s little 
you can easily do to correct them. 
You can crop your slide, using special 
masks, but this may be inconvenient. 

If the claim made for single-lens 
reflexes—that you always get what 
you see—-is true, it should solve the 
difficulties. Unfortunately, it’s only 
partially true. If you own a SLR, there 
are at least four fallacies that may 
hamper your color work. 

1. The area seen in the finder is ex- 
actly what will appear on the film. In 
most SLR’s the ground glass shows 
slightly less than the film area, so your 
slides may include objects that never 
appeared on the ground glass. Some 
makers of SLR’s will tell you how 
much difference there is between 
ground-glass and film image in their 
camera. Failing this, you can make the 
following test. Mount your camera, un- 
loaded, on a tripod and focus visually 
on a fairly close object. Open the 
camera back and open the shutter. 
Place a small sheet of ground glass on 
the film channel. Note any difference 
between the images. 

Even when the finder and film image 
are exactly alike, as in the Nikon F, 
the slide mount can cause trouble. It 
will cover part of the picture edges, 
and the amount covered will vary from 
make to make. To offset this I have 
often marked the bottom of my ground 
glass with the exact dimensions of the 
slide mounts I use. I’ve found that a 
No. 1 or 2 pencil sharpened to a fine 
point can rule a clear but easily re- 
movable outline. 

2. You always see the entire picture 
outline. Almost true, but not when you 
use some long-focus lenses, or long ex- 
tension in close-up work. The upper 
part of the ground glass blacks out, 
showing less than will be recorded on 
the film. The amount of blackout area 
increases with the focal length or ex- 
tension. (SLR mirrors are made short 
to prevent their hitting the rear ele- 
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ment of many lenses, and some of the 
image cast by a long lens or a lens on 
a long extension never hits the mirror, 
although it is recorded on the film.) 
You can eliminate this viewing prob- 
lem in tele work by using a true tele- 
photo lens rather than a long-focus. 
(A true tele requires less extension for 
the same effective focal length. In 
a tele the rear elements are strongly 
negative, making the opening appear 
smaller than when seen through the 
front.) In close-up work, use the short- 
est focal length for the magnification. 
3. The depth of field is clearly visible 
before you take the picture. This is 
true to some extent in some SLR’s, 
totally untrue in others. Anyone who 
has spoiled pictures with vivid out-of- 
focus blobs in the background or 
achieved sharpness of confusing detail 
knows how important this may be. 


When the depth cannot be plumbed 

At this writing no 35mm leaf-shutter 
single-lens reflex on the U.S. market 
has provision for previewing the depth 
of field. In some focal-plane reflexes 
like the Minolta SR-1, SR-2, SR-3, and 
Contarex Special—the automatic 
lenses can be stopped down manually 
for a depth-of-field preview, but only 
before the shutter is cocked. With 
some others—like the Bessamatic, 
Contaflex and Contarex, which have a 
clear Fresnel lens—you can’t check 
depth of field visually at all. 

A partial solution for most cameras 
is to mount a temporary auxiliary 
diaphragm in front of the camera lens. 
Diaphragms suitable for this purpose 
are supplied in various sizes by Ed- 
mund Scientific Co., Barrington, N.J. 
Particularly good is their stock No. 30,- 
118 ($4.50) which has an outer di- 
ameter of 214 inches. This size can be 
mounted on a series 7 filter adapter 
ring. You can calculate approximate 
f-numbers by adjusting the leaves to 
coincide visually with each marked 
opening of the lens diaphragm. Mark 
the f-numbers on a piece of white tape 
fastened opposite the diaphragm lever 
of the Edmund Iris. Don’t forget to re- 
move the diaphragm before shooting. 

4. The color you see, you will get. Not 
when you’re using a filter! An orange 
or blue conversion filter over the lens 
can seriously impair your judgment 
of color values in the scene. The re- 
sulting transparency will then prob- 
ably have quite a different balance 
from the scene through the finder. To 
avoid this, mount your conversion 
filter in a set screw adapter ring, which 
can be quickly removed from the lens 
for focusing.—THE END

If your camera has no rangefinder 
you are limited by the optics of the 
viewing system. The viewfinder mag- 
nifies the ground-glass image perhaps 
4X. If you enlarge the test negative 
10X you'll be able to see discrepancies 
in focus which were not visible in the 
viewfinder, and what you may inter- 
pret as an error in camera alignment 
may be your own focusing error. 

If your camera has a rangefinder 
the test is much more conclusive. I 
think anyone will have more success in 
judging whether the thin vertical rule 
is perfectly straight and unbroken 
than in judging how sharp a printed 
line looks on a plain ground glass. This 
is particularly true with some leaf- 
shutter reflexes, which present a rela- 
tively small ground-glass focusing 
area and focus only to about 3 ft. 


A focus check without film 


First you must have a piece of fine- 
grained ground glass 1% in. by ap- 
proximately 2 in. Perhaps your local 
camera store can supply you with one, 
or a bigger one that can be cut down to 
size. If not, there’s a list of some sup- 
pliers on page 101. 

The ground glass fits into the back 
of the camera, in the film channel, 
with the matte side down. It is desir- 
able to put one thickness of trans- 
parent tape across both short ends of 
the glass, on the matte side, to raise 
the glass just a trifle in the channel. 

You need a powerful magnifier, of 
the type which can rest on the ground 
glass and be adjusted for focus. Do not

attempt to make this test with a hand- 
held magnifier: this can result only in 
misleading information and eyestrain. 
You will also need a cable release 
with a lock screw to hold the shutter 
open on “B” while you work, or else 
a patient helper to hold down an 
ordinary cable release plunger. 
The camera should be aimed at the 
target line of type as described above

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Can you compare the 50mm f/2 and 
the 58mm f/1.4 lenses supplied with the 
Nikon F single-lens reflex at openings 
from £/2.8 to f/8?—H. Hill, Fairfield, 
Conn. 

This is what we found in two recently 
manufactured lenses that we tested. 
The 50mm f/2 proved to be very good 
with some fall-off at f/2.8. The 58mm 
f/1.4 was excellent with some fall-off at 
f/2.8. At f/4 the 50mm lens continued 
to be very good with little fall-off, while 
the 58mm was excellent but still showed 
some fall-off. At f/5.6 the 50mm lens 
was very good with almost no fall-off and 
the 58mm continued to be excellent and 
now showed little fall-off. At f/8 the 
50mm retained very good sharpness 
with almost no fall-off. The 58mm had 
excellent sharpness again with little 
fall-off. The 50mm showed no decrease 
in sharpness at smaller apertures while 
the 58mm _ showed slight overall de- 
crease. We would say that curvature of 
field, inherent to a greater degree in 
most fast lenses, apparently affected 
the 58mm f/1.4 more than the 50mm 
f/2 lens. 


What is the difference between the 
135mm f/2.8 Aetna Coligon and the 
Spectra Coligon?—R. M. Pollock, Wat- 
sonville, Calif. 

None at all! 


| have an Agfa Optima 35mm camera 
with a built-in exposure meter. The 
meter works well for outdoor pictures, 
but even with high-speed film in the 
camera it leaves much to be desired 
for indoor available light. Could you ad- 
vise me as to which accessory meter— 
the Sekonic L-38 or the Kalimar B-1— 
would be a better buy? Would either be 
better for available light than my built- 
in meter?—E. Z. Fellman, Santa Monica, 
Calif. 

The Optima is actually a fully auto- 
matic camera. However, you can set the 
f-number manually but only at 1/30 sec. 
by setting it for flash. Thus an accessory 
meter might help indoors for available 
light pictures. The Kalimar and the 
Sekonic are about equal in performance 
under available light conditions. Both 
have booster cells for low-light readings. 





In either case they would perform bet- 
ter under adverse conditions than your 
built-in meter. 


Is it possible to focus accurately with 
a relatively slow—f/8—telephoto lens? 
Would a ground-glass waist-level or eye- 
level prism reflex finder be better?— 
J. L. Allison, Fort Myers, Fla. 

Providing there is sufficient light, we see 
no reason why you can’t focus accurately 
with an f/8 tele. After considerable ex- 
perience with both ground-glass waist- 
level finders and prism eye-level finders 
we feel that the prism is to be preferred. 
While personal preference has a lot to 
do with it, we feel that getting your eye 
close to the magnified eye-level image 
makes focusing easier. 


The price of the regular Kodak tele- 
photo lens for my Kodak Retina Reflex 
is too high for me. Could you recom- 
mend one that costs somewhat less?— 
R. Lalonde, Dorval, Quebec, Can. 
Unfortunately, no. There is no alterna- 
tive to using the 135mm f/4 Retina 
Tele-Xenar. However, we have used 
monoculars of various manufacturers 
with extremely good effect. A story in 
the May 1960 issue of MODERN dis- 
cusses the comparative values of the 
Accura, Astronar, Spiratone and Zeiss 
monoculars. 


I have a Nikon 28mm f/3.5 wide-angle 
lens with Leica thread mount that | 


would like to use on my Konica F reflex. 


camera. Can you tell me where to get an 
adapter?—W. Goff, Galveston, Texas. 
Sorry, the lens cannot be fitted to the 
Konica F. 


| have a Leica Illf with an f/2 Sum- 
micron lens and the front element is 
either scratched or the coating is com- 
ing off. | was about to send the lens to 
a company which says it can repolish 
and resurface it. Someone warned me 
against doing it. Could you advise me of 
someone who could do the job?—4J. T.

We are extremely skeptical of anyone’s 
claim that they eliminate scratches or 
change the coating of the front element 






without altering the characteristics of 
the lens. We suggest you send the lens 
to E. Leitz, Inc., 468 Fourth Ave., New 
York 16, N. Y. In our opinion, only by 
sending the lens back to the factory can 
you be sure the lens will be properly 
fixed. It may mean changing the front 
element and completely realigning your 
lens in its mount. 


Color slides shot with my Contaflex IV 
seem much less brilliant than some of 
those I’ve seen taken with a Fujica. Are 
the Japanese lenses better?—J. L. 
Ewing, M.D., Shreveport, La. 

Chances are the lenses have nothing to 
do with it. The degree of brilliance in a 
particuiar slide compared to another 
one might be due to the lighting, expo- 
sure, or choice of film. Before you blame 
the lens, run a test—shooting the same 
subject, with the same film, and at the 
same time with both cameras. We think 
the Contaflex will stand up. 


When | purchased my Leica Illf, | also 
bought the Leitz accessory 50mm view- 
finder. However, t have not been able 
to use it successfully with my glasses. 
Is there another accessory unit—either 
for single or multiple focal lengths— 
that | can use?—R. L. Stocker, Bethle- 
hem, Pa. 

The finest viewfinder for those who wear 
glasses is the Leitz Optical-Bright-Line 
viewfinder, Since you didn't specify the 
finder you now have, we don’t know if 
this is the one. However, various people 
on MODERN’s staff who own Leicas and 
wear glasses have been using the Op- 
tical-Bright-Line finder for years and 
claim it’s extremely easy to use.

SLR MIRROR 
BOUNCE! 


IS IT TRUE THAT THE SLR’S MOVING MIRROR 
AFFECTS PICTURE SHARPNESS? THAT’S WHAT 
RANGEFINDER ENTHUSIASTS CLAIM. HERE’S 
WHAT MODERN’S EXPERTS ACTUALLY FOUND. 


DOES THE INTERIOR moving mirror of the single-lens 
reflex cause any camera movement and thus loss of pic- 
ture sharpness? SLR makers and users say no. Many 
rangefinder camera designers and proponents say yes. 
To settle the question for all time, MopERN set Tech- 
nical Consultant Bennett Sherman to devise a test. 
Technical Editor Edward Meyers and Associate Editor 
David Miller tested a large group of leading range- 
finder cameras, leaf-shutter reflexes and focal-plane- 
shutter reflexes. The answer is quite simple. Yes, in 
theoretical tests, there is no doubt that the swinging 
mirror does cause a loss in sharpness at speeds 1/60 
sec. or slower. But in practical tests, this difference dis- 
appeared in all cases. MopERN first took each camera, 
placed it on a foam rubber pillow, focused it carefully 
at critical aperture on a series of distant Air Force 
testing charts. To eliminate all human error, each 
camera was then operated with a self timer at 1/30 
and 1/60 sec. A comparison between the 25X test 
chart enlargements made with the two camera types 
showed a definite loss in sharpness caused by mirror 
movement (see pictures right). A few SLR cameras 
were tested both with the mirror inoperative and with 
the mirror operating. Here too the mirror definitely 
produced vibration which could be seen on the en- 
larged test charts. The same cameras were then oper- 
ated hand-held. To achieve a steadiness seldom if ever 
possible in actual use, the operator sat at a table resting 
his elbows on the table surface. The tests were re- 
peated. In every case, the difference in sharpness dis- 
appeared so that it was impossible to tell a rangefinder 


- camera-made picture from a reflex. This held true no 
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matter how many times we tried the experiment and 
no matter who did the shooting. As a final test, we re- 
ran all the shots on a solid tripod. So what do these 
tests prove? Simply that the theorists are right. A 
freely or nearly freely suspended reflex will not take 
as sharp a picture as a rangefinder camera under the 
same circumstances. In use, however, the human factor 
becomes the great equalizer and just as sharp a picture 
can be made with one camera type as another—whether 
the SLR has a leaf shutter, focal-plane shutter, non- 
return or rapid-return mirror.—H.K.

timer. Slight effect of mirror can be seen, 
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HAND-HELD CAMERA: Same cameras were re- 
tested with user hand-holding them but resting 
elbows on table. At 1/30 sec. shown here, dif- 
ferences between rangefinder and SLR cameras 
caused by mirror movement disappeared. Some 
differences in sharpness between cameras was 
caused solely by operator’s ability to hold steady. 
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TRIPOD-MOUNTED CAMERA: Only when both 
reflex and rangefinder cameras were released 
from solid tripod was maximum, equal, sharp- 
ness achieved. MODERN concludes that SLR vs 
rangefinder steadiness dispute is academic. 
Hand-held or tripod-mounted, there is little dif- 


ference between results. 
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inspect the rear collar holding the mount to the 
lens barrel. If it unscrews or has three small screw 
heads equidistantly set around a knurled mount, 
the mount can generally be interchanged easily, 
although you may need a small jeweler’s type 


screwdriver to do it. 

Camera manufacturers who make preset lenses 
seldom produce lenses over 135mm with inter- 
changeable mounts. However, if you do have a 
very good lens of the type made by Canon, Min- 
olta, Nikon, Topcon, etc. and want to mount it 
on a different reflex, it can sometimes be done by 
a repairman for about $20. 

You may have noticed a strange silence con- 
cerning leaf-shutter SLR’s with interchangeable 
lenses or front cell components—Agfaflex, 
Bessamatic, Contaflex, Retina Reflex. If you own 
such a camera you can only use interchangeable 
lenses or components made for it, even though 
lenses for other SLR cameras may appear to be 
of the same make and focal length and have the 
same shutter. They just won’t fit properly. 

There are all sorts of additional ins and outs 
of lens interchangeability which add to the con- 
fusion. For instance: preset lenses in the Praktina 
mounts fit all Praktina models. But semi-auto- 
matic Praktina lenses for the FX model fit but will 
not work on the Praktina IIA, and the new fully 
automatic lenses for the Praktina ITA fit but won’t 
work on the older FX model. Reason? The in- 
ternal actuating pin on the older FX model moves 
forward when the shutter release is pressed, thus 
causing the diaphragm mechanism to close. The 
diaphragm actuating pin on the newer ITA model 
moves backward causing the diaphragm to close, 
a small but vital difference. 

While the older Petri Penta used preset lenses 
only with no automatic diaphragm, you might 
imagine that these lenses could be used directly 
on the new Petri Penta V or V2 models. No 
chance of it. The new automatic lens models have 
a breech-lock lens mount instead of the Pentacon 
thread on the old models. Luckily there’s an 
adapter (as noted in the listing at left) to allow 
the older Petri lenses to be used on the newer 
Petris, but it doesn’t work the other way around. 

While Mopern heartily endorses changes for 
the sake of improving the breed—larger diameter 
mounts to prevent image corner cutoff with long 
lenses, more secure bayonet mechanisms for surer 
and faster changeability, unique mechanisms to 
allow full coupling of external meters—we have 
an uneasy feeling that many camera makers are 
adopting or have adopted new styles in lens 
mounts for the pure desire of being non-conform- 
ing. We feel that the lively competition between 
makers has provided the buyer with a great wealth 
of equipment at highly attractive competitive 
prices. But surely some cooperation in standard- 
izing mounts further would aid everyone.

We'd never claim that you can al- 
ways spot a photograph taken with a 
single-lens reflex camera. But if you 
examine the pictures on the following 
nine pages you will see that despite 
their differing subjects and the differ- 
ent techniques used in making them, 
they do have a quality in common. 
Each is a tight, dynamic, controlled 
composition, and in each the photog- 
rapher has moved in as close as was 
necessary to completely fill the 35mm 
frame. Just two of these photographs 
were cropped. Right, Charles Harbutt 
chopped off his subject’s chin and hat 
to achieve a square format that in- 
cluded only the face. On page 68, 
Irving Dolin trimmed sides of photo- 
tograph of sousaphone to emphasize 
strong vertical lines and curve of the

instrument’s tubing. There are actually two reasons for the single-lens 
reflex camera’s edge over its rangefinder and twin-lens brothers in 
making the kind of photographs shown here. The first: elimination of 
parallax error, which is a problem when working at closer-than-normal 
focusing distances (right) or with long lenses (pages 74 and 75). Paral- 
lax is the difference in the views seen by your eye through a viewfinder 
or viewing lens of a twin-lens reflex and that recorded by the camera’s 
taking lens and recorded on the film. Through the normal focusing 
range (from infinity to about 314 ft.) many rangefinder and twin- 
lens cameras are parallax compensated, and there are also devices 
available which will compensate for parallax at somewhat closer dis- 
tances. The inch or two difference between the view seen through view- 
ing lens or viewfinder and taking lens can be all-important, for ex- 
ample, when taking pictures such as that at right. Had Harbutt been 
working with any camera but a reflex he might have chopped off the 
man’s eyebrows or sliced into his mouth. The other major advantage 
of the single-lens camera which has ground-glass focusing and depth- 
of-field preview is that you can see precisely what is in and what is 
out of focus at any given dis- 
tance setting and aperture, and 
can use focus creatively as in 
the photograph of the leaves 
inside the foldout on pages 69 
and 70, and that of the distorted 
reflection of the hand on page 
73. To learn the complete de- 
tails of how these photographers 
capitalized on the peculiar ad- 


THE BIG CLOSE-UP is simple to make with 
any focal-plane-shutter reflex. Here, Charles 
Harbutt slipped a 3%-in. extension tube 
between his Asahi Pentax camera body and 
105mm f/2.8 Takumar lens, approached 
to within a few feet of a Federal Reserve 
guard, and framed the features only to 
produce this_ startling, larger-than-life 
blowup. Such rings or extension tubes are 
available for all focal-plane SLR cameras, 
and are preferable to close-up lenses since 
they do not affect sharpness or the focal 
length of the lens. Owners of leaf-shutter

EXACT COMPOSITION is extreme- 
ly simple with the single-lens re- 
flex. Here, Irving Dolin moved in 
close to frame section of sousa- 
phone left on a side street during 
a parade, later narrowed the 
35mm _ format in printing to 
tighten the design. Even though 
the horn was in the shadow cast 
by a building, specular reflections 
appear. These actually do not 
come from a point source but are 
overexposed reflections of the 
sky. Dolin took a general incident- 
light meter reading, exposing 
Plus-X Pan film rated at E.!I. 160 
at f/11 and 1/200 second as was 
indicated by the meter. Then he 
increased contrast and eliminated 
detail in background by printing 
on a contrasty, No. 5 grade paper. 
Asahi Pentax, 105mm Takumar. 


PLANNED FOCUS (inside fold) is 
practicable with single-lens re- 
flexes which have depth-of-field 
preview since you can see pre- 
cisely what is in and what is out 
of focus on the ground glass. 
Here, out-of-focus patches are 
actually individual leaves on a 
bush located a few inches in front 
of the camera lens, and sharp 
branches in the background were 
at a distance of about 10 ft. Pa- 
tricia Caulfield exposed Daylight 
Type Kodachrome at f/2 and 
1/250 in Miranda camera with 
58mm f/2 Biotar to make this 
photograph, using an average 
reading with Weston Master Il 
meter as a starting point, and 
opening up two stops to compen- 
sate for back-lighting. 
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<]<] FRAMING or breaking up a 
scene with an out-of-focus fore- 
ground object is simpler to do with 
SLR’s, since the photographer can 
observe exact placement as well as 
degree of unsharpness in the ground 
glass. Purple color of out-of-focus 
elephant in the foreground is due not 
to paint but to bluer-than-daylight 
color balance of arc lights used as 
spots at Madison Square Garden. 
Even such extreme differences in 
color temperature (here overall 
tungsten illumination was probably 
about 3000 to 3400K, close to the 
color for which the film was _ bal- 
anced, while arc spots were about 
6000K plus ultraviolet, which is in- 
visible to the eye but not to the film) 
are difficult to see, appear com- 
pletely unreal when recorded on 
film. Patricia Caulfield made this 
photograph on High Speed Ekta- 
chrome Type B rated at E.!. 320 and 
pushed in development. Pushing the 
film also increased the magenta cast. 
Exakta VX camera, 85mm f/2.8 Tra- 
venar; 1/125 sec. and f/3.5 exposure 
calculated by taking a reading off 
the performer in the background with 
an Elwood Photometer, which has a 
narrow angle of view. 


CONTROL OF FLARE SPOTS (left) produced by backlight is possible since 
they can be accurately seen on the reflex’s ground glass. Inger Abra- 
hamsen made a number of photographs of this trapeze artist as he stood 
in the wings of the circus waiting to begin his act, here was able to plot 
position of bubble-like hot spots caused by light bouncing back and 
forth between the lens elements. Heiland Pentax camera with 135mm f/3.5 
Takumar lens; exposure on Tri-X rated at E.l. 400 was approximately 
f/4 and 1/125 second. 


DISTORTED MIRROR IMAGES such as hand reflection above require care- 
ful focusing, exact choice of camera and subject position since any minor 
change has a major effect on the image. While visiting a friend, Kenneth 
Van Sickle noticed the distortion possibilities of the living-room mirror and 
set to work photographing various objects, including his own hand. The 
possibilities for shooting distorted images are almost infinite, and are 
best explored with reflex cameras since you can always see the precise 
effect on the ground glass. Here Van Sickle was working with an Asahi 
Pentax, 58mm f/2 Biotar lens. Super Hypan film was exposed at f/8 and 
1/25 sec. by available light. 


COMPRESSION of baseball spectators was achieved by shooting with [> 
a 300mm Makro Kilar on a Nikon F reflex. Graphic reduction of scene to 
stark black-and-white was accomplished by copying original continuous- 
tone negative on Kodalith Ortho PB Type 3 film to make high-contrast 
positive which was recopied on same film to make negative. In addition 
to conquering the problem of parallax, the SLR offers another advantage 
when you are working with extremely long lenses: such fine detail as 
expression and gesture can be observed from a great distance with much 
more clarity than with the unaided eye. Original exposure for this photo- 
graph was 1/1000 and f/5.6 on Tri-X Pan film rated at E.!. 800 and given 
forced development to insure sufficient contrast for Kodalith treatment.

KONICA FS: FIRST WITH 
COPAL SQUARE SHUTTER

The Konica FS is almost totally 
different from its predecessor, the 


more expensive and feature-laden 
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Konica F. The FS is smaller (5% x 
2 x 4 in.), lighter (only 2 Ib. 2 02z.), 
and definitely more compact. Nor 
does it have a built-in coupled light 
meter. The two do have in common 
sync at 1/125 sec. for electronic flash. 
Top shutter speed on the FS is 1/1000 
sec. and you can sync Type M bulbs at 
all speeds. 

The two models also have the same 
type of interchangeable bayonet lens 
mount, and so lenses for the F can be 
used on the FS. 

While the principle of the Konica 
F and Konica FS shutter is the same, 
the construction is different. The F 
shutter consists of six blades, while 
the FS has four. The FS is the first cam- 
era to reach the U. S. with the new 
Copal Square shutter—made by an 
independent company and sold to 
camera manufacturers. 

How does it feel to shoot with the 
FS? First, it’s comfortable to hold, with 
plenty of area for a good, firm grip. 
Numbers on the single dial are white 
on black and easy to read even in 
poor light. The 1/125 sync is in yellow 
—readily distinguishable from the 
other settings. 

The Konica FS's viewing image is 
slightly smaller than life-size, with 
very good brightness to the corners. 
The screen isn’t excessively fine, but 
focusing is quick and accurate. With 
glasses we found that we saw virtually 
the whole image. 

Whereas the wind lever on the F 
has ratchet type gear, the FS lever 
does not, and the film advance must 
be made with a single stroke. How- 
ever, it works quickly and smoothly 
and is slightly offset from the body for 
easy gripping. 

The automatic diaphragm closes 
down when the shutter is released and 
opens immediately after exposure. 

Depth of field can be checked by 
pushing the preview button at the 
bottom of the lens mount to close the 
diaphragm to the selected aperture. 


Releasing the button opens up the 
diaphragm to full aperture. 

We found the controls well placed 
and easy to use under actual shooting 
conditions. Changes in f-number and 
shutter speeds can be made quite 
rapidly. 

But we did find the accessory shoe 
—located over the film rewind—in- 
convenient. It must be removed when- 
ever the film is rewound back into the 
cartridge. But that’s solved quickly 
enough by keeping the shoe in a 
gadget bag until actually needed. 

In testing this particular Konica FS 
and Hexanon lens we found sharpness 
was good at f/2 with some fall-off at 
the corners. Between f/4 and f/5.6, 
sharpness was good with only slight 
corner fall-off. Overall sharpness de- 
creased slightly at smaller apertures. 

The FS is also available with the 
52mm f/1.4 Hexanon, which we first 
tested on the Konica F. By comparison, 
in our original tests, the f/1.4 showed 
good sharpness at maximum aperture 
with only some fall-off at the edges. 
Sharpness between f/4 and £f/5.6 
was very good with little fall-off. 

Some of the corner sharpness fall- 
off found with these lenses is caused 
by curvature of field. At all but moder- 
ately close focusing distances this 
effect is slight. 

The FS is available with the 52mm 
f/1.4 Hexanon at $269.90.—M.A.M. 





EYE-LEVEL NIKKOREX 
USES NO PRISMS 





Manufacturer’s specifications: 
Nikkorex 35mm single-lens reflex 
camera.

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This is the first eye-level reflex cam- 
era to break from the all-glass prism 
for eye-level viewing. Instead, four 
mirrors reflect the image from the 
horizontal surface, reverse it and de- 
liver it, magnified, to your eye. The 
first sample Nikkorex, seen over a 
year ago, produced an image which, 
in brightness and evenness, was de- 
cidedly inferior to that obtained from 
similar cameras using prisms. We were 
delighted to find that the production 
model Nikkorex has a smaller-than- 
life-size, quite bright focusing screen 
with an extremely clean, well-defined 
split-image rangefinder. The rest of 
the Nikkorex seemed equally well de- 
signed and manufactured. 

Because of the mirror reflex system, 
the rear viewfinder peep-window is 
located off center to the left instead 
of directly behind the lens. Long- 
nosed photographers won't find their 
noses crushed against the camera 
back. 

Directly above, but not in the pic- 
ture area, there’s a small transillumi- 
nated half moon with a notch. By turn- 
ing the diaphragm ring or shutter- 
speed ring on the lens mount, you can 
line up a needle in the notch, thus 
assuring yourself of correct exposure. 
The needle is quite visible, even in 
poor light. Unlike many built-in meters, 
the Nikkorex’ did not seem to be ad- 
versely affected by extraneous light 
and it was not necessary to shade it 
from overhead brightness to get ac- 
curate readings. It worked well in all 
lighting conditions and was able to 
make a low-light exposure of 1/60 
sec. at f/2.5 with the E.I. set at 400. 
It should thus be usable in all lighting 
situations except dim available light. 
E.l. numbers range from 10 to 1600 
and there are special indicator marks 
for use with filters having 2X and 4X 
factors. Since all four control rings— 
focus, aperture, shutter speed and ex- 
posure index—are located around the 
lens mount, you may have some initial 
difficulty grasping the proper one 
when working at eye level, until you 
are quite familiar with the camera. 

Camera operation proved quite 
satisfactory. The rapid wind lever is 
well shaped and needs only an ex- 
tremely short, positive stroke (which is 
surprisingly light) to advance the film. 
The shutter release is next to the rapid 
wind lever and falls naturally under 
your right index finger. The rewind 
lever is large and easy to grasp. Load- 
ing is quite simple and positive. The 
Nikkorex has the size, weight and 
shutter noise one has come to expect 
of leaf-shutter single-lens reflexes. The 
finish is neat and trim. 

The lens tests indicated that central 
sharpness at f/2.5 was good with 


some sharpness fall-off at the edges. 
At £/5.6 -8 sharpness was very good 
with little corner fall-off. There was a 
slight decrease in overall sharpness at 
the smaller apertures. Some of the 
fall-off in corner sharpness with this 
lens is caused by curvature of field. 
At all but moderately close focusing 
distances, this effect is slight—H.K. 





PENTAX H-1 HAS F/2.2 
SEMI-AUTOMATIC LENS

This is just about the least ex- 
pensive, most compact single-lens re- 
flex with focal-plane shutter and 
rapid-return mirror going, but you'd 
never know it. The body resembles 
that of the $199.95 H-3 model. It 
should. It’s the same body. The H-1 
merely lacks a top 1/1000 sec. and 
has a slightly different central micro- 
prism area. While the f/2.2 is semi- 
automatic, the actual internal dia- 
phragm mechanism within the camera 
body is fully automatic. Thus the H-1 
can be fitted easily with any of the 
fully automatic Pentax lenses that work 
on the H-3. 

To repeat for the H-1 our opinion 
of the H-3, it would be hard to find a 
better finished or easier operating 
camera with a brighter finder any- 
where near this price. You see a life- 
size image and only lose a tiny amount 
of the screen edge if you wear glasses. 
The rapid wind lever is one of the best 
shaped and smoothest working of any 
SLR, regardless of price. And the Pen- 
tax is known for its reliability and ease 
of repair if and when necessary. 

The threaded Pentax-Pentacon- 


Praktica lens mount accepts all the 
Pentax Takumar lenses and an almost 
endless variety of other makes up to 
and beyond 1000mm. 

While cocking the lens after each 
exposure may prove annoying to pho- 
tographers who shoot rapidly, the 
average careful worker won't find it 
much trouble. However if you can 
somehow talk your dealer into ex- 
changing the lens for the completely 
automatic 55mm f/1.8 at a reason- 
able cost... . ? 

How does the 55mm f/2.2 compare 
with the 55mm f/1.8? Well, we'd hate 
to be forced to show the difference in 
speed between f/2.2 and f/1.8. But 
here's the rundown on our own sharp- 
ness comparison tests. At f/2.2 the 
lens showed very good sharpness at 
the center with some fall-off at the 
edges. Sharpness was excellent at 
£/5.6 with slight edge fall-off. There 
was no decrease in overall sharpness 
at the smaller apertures. Some of the 
corner sharpness fall-off with this lens 
is caused by curvature of field. At 
all but moderately close focusing dis- 
tances, this effect is slight.—H.K.

in appearance to the previous models. 
The main external differences are in 
the generous shutter release, now po- 
sitioned on the camera front to the 
right of the lens mount, and the frame 
counter, now on the camera bottom. 
(The extra effort of tipping the cam- 
era to check how your roll is going 
is compensated for by the simpler 
counter advance—there’s no_ lock 
button to be held down as with the 
previous model). 

The most important difference in the 
model Ill lies in the exposure control. 
Previously, there was a matching 
needle system in a window on the 
camera top. The Ill has the same win- 
dow, but instead of matching you 
center the needle between two 
markers; and the same needle-and- 
markers system has been introduced 
into the viewfinder as well. Our tests 
of the built-in meter showed that it 
was accurate down to a reading of 
£/1.9 at 1/30 sec. for E.1. 400. 

In using the Retina Reflex Ill, we 
found that the viewfinder meter 
needle together with the new shutter 
release could be a definite aid to both 
rapid and steady shooting. 

The model we tested was equipped 
with the £/1.9 Xenon lens. Our tests 
showed that sharpness was good at 
£/1.9 with some fall-off at the corners. 
When stopped down to f/4-f/5.6 
sharpness was good at the center with 
almost no fall-off. Overall sharpness 
decreased slightly at the smaller aper- 
tures. 

Some of the corner sharpness fall- 
off found with this lens is caused 
by curvature of field. At all but moder- 
ately close focusing distances, this 
effect is slight—W.H.J. 





ASTRONAR 200MM F/7.5

We hardly believed our eyes. This 
rather crudely made tele lens com- 
posed of only two light metal tubes, 
one sliding within the other, plus a 
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cemented glass doublet, gave a very 
good central performance with only 
slight edge fall-off—a rating that puts 
it in the company of the finest 200mm 
lenses available. The focusing (in this 
case a technical term for sliding the 
outer tube containing the two lens 
elements back and forth over the fixed 
inner tube) was surprisingly smooth. 
No lens ever tested by MODERN could 
be focused so swiftly from the near 
focusing point to infinity. And few if 
any other tele lenses can focus as 
close as 3 ft. The Astronar should be 
handy for super-close-up portraits or 
nature photography. If you're an out- 
door picture taker with no need for 
apertures of more than f/7.5, it would 
be virtually impossible to recommend 
a sharper lens at anywhere near the 
price. There's no tripod socket, but 
you need none. Since the lens weighs 
only 6% oz. and is only 5 in. long, 
you can hand-hold the camera or use 
the camera body tripod socket.—H.K.

Can't afford the 105mm f/2.5 Auto 
Nikkor? Here’s a tiny (3 %-in.-long) 
slower substitute which focuses closer 
(better for portraits) and yields only 
on three counts. It doesn’t stop down 
and open automatically (there’s a 
good presetting mechanism, though), 
it’s slower by a bit more than a full 
stop, and doesn't have any coupling 
for the Nikon F meter—but it's a fine 
lens. Our tests indicated that per- 
formance of the three-element lens 
(the 105mm f/2.5 has five) was good 
at f/4 with some fall-off and very 
good between f/8 and f/11 with little 
fall-off. Performance remained the 
same at smaller apertures. The f/4 


Opening provided more than ample 
focusing illumination through the 
prism. Incidentally, the maximum di- 
ameter of the lens is far smaller than 
any other Nikkor for the Nikon F. It 
has an odd-sized, tiny Nikkor lens 
hood which is sorta cute. The lens ac- 
cepts Series VI accessories. 

The 350mm f/3.5 is the longest and 
fastest lens with a semi-automatic dia- 
phragm for any reflex. Although fairly 
long with its coupling adapter (14, 
in.), it's remarkably light (4 Ibs.) and 
can be hand-held easily at decent 
shutter speeds (over 1/125 sec.). 

The semi-automatic diaphragm is 
rather unusual. By turning a ring on 
the lens mount with the aid of a finger 
lug, you cock the lens to full aperture. 
To select any shooting aperture, turn 
the diaphragm ring. Just before you 
shoot the picture, you press a small 
button on the lens mount and a spring 
action closes the diaphragm. The 
button is threaded for a cable release. 
By using a dual cable release with one 
tip connected to the camera shutter 
release and the other to the lens, you 
can make the diaphragm shut down 
automatically just before the picture is 
taken. The lens must be used with a 
lens coupler. The rotating coupler 


' ($29.95) which would allow the cam- 
‘ era to be swung quickly for horizontal 


or vertical pictures would seem advisa- 
ble, particularly if you mount this lens 
on a Nikon pistol grip. 

In actual use we found definition 
good centrally at full aperture with 
some fall-off in the corners. Between 
#/8 and f/11 definition was very good 
with only a little fall-off. Sharpness 
did not decrease at smaller apertures. 

Some of the corner sharpness fall- 
off found with these lenses is caused 
by curvature of field. At all but moder- 
ately close focusing distances, this 
effect is slight. 

The lens does not couple to the 
Nikon exposure meter. It has three 
elements and accepts Series IX 
accessories. 

Both new Nikon lenses provide ex- 
ceedingly smooth focusing in finely 
finished, predominantly black satin 
mounts.—H.K.

The new Bell & Howell Director Re- 
flex Model 434 8mm movie camera is 
the first automatic 8mm zoom camera 
with the meter cell behind the lens. 
It also has a reflex viewing and focus- 
ing system and the first electrically 
operated zoom control. All this—and 
more—is packaged in a camera 
weighing 5 Ibs. and measuring ap- 
proximately 5 x 5% x 3% in. (not 
including the lens). 

In overall appearance the camera 
looks much like previous Director 
models. In fact, most of the earlier 
features of the Director cameras are 
retained. For example, you can start 
filming at 16 fps and switch without 
interruption to 48 fps for a screen 
image that leaps from normal to slow 
motion. Inside, there's the same long 
film gate—3 in.—as in previous’ Di- 
rector.Models. 

The Director Reflex is the first elec- 
tric eye to place a cadmium sulfide 
(CdS) cell behind the lens. Thus, only 
the light entering the lens affects the 
automatic exposure setting system. A 
half-silvered mirror directs part of the 
light coming through the lens to the 
CdS cell. (The CdS cell does not 
generate electricity like the photo- 
electric cell, but acts as a valve con- 
trolling the amount of current gener- 
ated by a battery. For more informa- 
tion on how CdS cells work in movie 
cameras see MODERN, July 1961.) 

The camera may be manually con- 
trolled, and also the lens completely 
closed for fades even though it is set 
on automatic. 

The switch from normal 16 fps 
(about 1/35 sec. shutter speed) to 48 
fps, slow motion (about 1/100 sec.), 





is compensated for a unique manner. 
When you press the release from 16 to 
48, the governor speeds up. The 
governor in turn activates a tiny gen- 
erator which increases the flow of 
current to the spring-loaded dia- 
phragm. The increase in current opens 
the lens aperture the necessary 2 
f-numbers to keep exposure constant. 

In field-testing this electric eye sys- 
tem we chose situations which here- 
tofore had required some manual 
adjustment to get the best exposure 
with cameras having meter and lens 
mounted separately on the camera— 
back and side lighting, marine scenes, 
shadow areas surrounded by strong 
highlights, and panning. 

In most cases zoom lens cameras 
will record an effectively exposed 
overall shot made with the wide-angle 
focal length but fail to show good 
shadow detail in the tele position 
close-up. That's because the angle of 
light acceptance on most electric eye 
zoom cameras matches the angle of 
view of the shorter focal lengths rather 
than the telephoto position. Here's 
what we found with the Director. 

Backlighting: In most cases, the 
camera provided good exposure from 
wide-angle to telephoto. Close-ups 
had good shadow detail—providing 
the final image filled the frame. How- 
ever, if you don’t fill the frame with 
the main subject, extraneous light at 
the corners can overinfluence the 
meter—the result being under-ex- 
posure. This holds true for any ex- 
posure determining device whether 
electric eye or accessory meter. Cor- 
rection could have been made by 
shifting the framing, moving in closer, 
or setting the camera manually after 
a close-up reading. 

Sidelighting: Good overall rendi- 
tion throughout the zoom was 
achieved even in shadow areas and 
with contrasty subjects such as boats 
with dark hulls and white sails. 

Marine scenes: Usually, the strong 
light reflecting from the water results 
in a semi-silhouetting effect of the 
image. With the Director, overall re- 
suits at wide-angle to tele were good. 

Shadow areas surrounded by high- 
lights: In this type of scene, detail is 
usually blacked out as you zoom into 
the shadow. We zoomed in on a 
carousel bathed in sunlight. The in- 
terior was in deep shadow, the ex- 
posure range was from f/11 to f/4. 
The Director maintained good detail 
all through the zoom. 

Panning: We panned up from a 
group of boats to the sky in one scene. 
The reading indicated that the boats 
and water required an f/8 opening 
while the sky indicated f/22. The en- 
tire sequence was well exposed. 

The electrically controlled two- 





speed zoom also works smootnly. By 
lightly pressing the rocker switch on 
top of the viewfinder housing, you 
activate the slow zoom speed. A 
slightly harder pressure and the lens 
zooms at about twice the speed. We 
found that it took a bit of practice to 
find just the right amount of pressure 
for the slow zoom. Even after practice, 
some care must be taken not to make 
erratic zooms because of changes in 
speed due to uneven pressure. Other- 
wise, Zooming was smooth throughout 
the focal length range. Zoomed close- 
ups—the most difficult to make 
smoothly by hand—showed no signs 
of hesitation or unevenness. However, 
we do feel that a cable release, for 
both shutter and zoom mechanism, 
would facilate shooting—in combina- 
tion pan and zoom shots and for 
single-frame work, for example. 

The viewfinder image is large and 
bright enough for easy viewing and 
focusing. A ground-glass spot in the 
center helps in focusing, although the 
image can be focused over the entire 
viewing area. 

The Director is well balanced de- 
spite its 5-lb. weight and we found 
it quite easy to use for hand-held 
shooting. The short barreled zoom 
lens (2% in. including mount) isn't 
long enough to cause the camera to 
pitch forward to any degree when 
hand-held. But frankly, we feel that 
for best results—with this or any zoom 
camera—a tripod should be used. 

Results of the camera and lens we 
tested showed that at the 9mm focal 
length, sharpness was acceptable at 
£/1.9 with some edge fall-off. Less 
fall-off was present at f/2.8, with very 
little present at £/5.6. Overall sharp- 
ness proved excellent at f/8 with no 
fall-off at all. 

Sharpness at 12mm was acceptable 
at /1.9 but with some edge fall-off. 
Sharpness was excellent at /2.8 with 
some fall-off remaining. Fall-off dis- 
appeared at f/5.6. 

At 15mm sharpness was acceptable 
at £/1.9 with little fall-off. Best open- 
ing proved to be f/5.6 to f/8. 

From 20mm to 36mm, sharpness left 
much to be desired at maximum aper- 


_ ture. However, sharpness was gener- 


ally acceptable throughout the 20 to 
36mm focal length range at f/4. 
Sharpness at £/8 was good. At f/16 
the 36mm position gave excellent 
sharpness. 

As with all zoom lenses, two things 
must be considered—curvature of 
field and slight changes in focus dur- 
ing the zoom. Curvature of field often 
accounts for fall-off at the corner, and 
one of the major problems in zoom 
iens design is maintaining focus 
throughout the zoom as element posi- 
tions change.—M.A.M.

Putting three dimensions on two 


THE QUALITY of the lighting, and the direction of its 
source in relation to the subject, are the two main ele- 
ments in the three-dimensional effect of a photograph. 
Outdoors you may have considerable choice in the 
latter, especially if the subject is mobile, and you can 
even have some choice in the former—whether by 
moving from sunlight into the shade or by going home 
and waiting for another day. Indoors, your control over 
the lighting is limited only by your patience and your 
pocket. Remember, though, that the three-dimensional 
effect doesn’t depend only on modeling, on throwing a 
strong cross-light on the subject; the back-lit picture, 
bottom this page, and the landscape bottom left, opp. 
page, show other means of obtaining it.

EXTREME HIGH SPEED ANSCOCHROME went out of this world in Shepard’s 
space capsule. Is it available? No. Will it be soon? Seems so. MODERN tries it 
on earth at three film speeds. Here’s what it can do for you when you get it. 


FILM SPEED ONE-UPMANSHIP has rarely appealed strongly to 
color film manufacturers. There are too many problems to 
solve when you try to improve the speed of any film having 
complex light-sensitive layers which must be in perfect balance. 
One-upmanship took a vast leap into space with Commander 
Shepard. We are told that the Commander’s picture was taken 
on a new high speed Anscochrome type film under fluorescent 
illumination at a film speed rating of 200. However, Ansco 
added that the same film could be exposed at speeds of 400 
and in some cases 800 (results not guaranteed), proper com- 


pensation being made by increasing the time of first and second development. For normal processing 
all times and solutions are identical to those used for present Anscochrome and Super Anscochrome 
films. Is this film practical for ordinary picture taking? What happens to sharpness, graininess, and 
color when it’s used in regular 35mm cameras and exposed in daylight conditions? At a film speed 
of 200 (reading made with incident meter), £/5.6, 1/1000 sec. and normal processing produced 
sharpness, graininess and color rendition virtually equal to Super Anscochrome. (8X magnification. ) 


WHILE WE WERE IMPRESSED by the color transparencies made 
at a film speed of 200, we found virtually no quality loss when 
the speed was doubled— increased to 400. This was surprising 
since the results of overrating color reversal films has always 
produced a loss of sharpness, increased graininess, and an 
unpredictable change of overall color rendition. However, 
when the high speed Anscochrome was exposed at an effective 
film speed of 400 (center left), it was difficult to detect the 
difference from the normally exposed film. Sharpness de- 
creased only slightly, graininess increased slightly, and color 


fidelity shifted just slightly from the normal. Close examination indicates that compensation in 
processing does not increase real film speed (eye and hair shadow areas in this photograph have 
less detail than in normal photograph top); it does, however, increase brighter tones such as girl’s 
skin and therefore accounts for an increase in effective film speed. Exposure here was {/8 and 1/1000 
sec. To adjust to the new rating, this film was processed with the following changes. The first de- 
velopment was increased from the normal 16 min. to 24, the second development from 14 to 20. 


AT THE HIGHEST SUGGESTED RATING the film shows an expected 
but not objectionable increase in graininess, loss of sharpness, 
and shift of overall color. The development compensation can- 
not adjust fully for the increased rating. Note that the photo- 
graph is darker overall and‘colors seem more saturated. This 
is what you’d expect from any underexposed color trans- 
parency. However, what other color film could produce like 
results at the equivalent of 800 film speed——an exposure of 
£/11, 1/1000 sec.? To compensate, development times were 
increased to 30 minutes for the first developer and 26 minutes 


for the second developer. This film is still in the experimental stage, and we are told that future 
batches in 16mm, 35mm and 70mm widths will show a marked improvement. Unfortunately, when 
used in tungsten light with proper filtration its speed is reduced far below that of Super Anscochrome 
Tungsten. Perhaps Ansco will improve on this feature? As for availability, even some Ansco officials 
were surprised to find that Shepard’s high speed film was Ansco material. Now there’s a mad scramble 
to make it available for general use. No one knows when—-we hope it’s soon.—EDWARD MEYERS 
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LOOK UP 


FOR A HIGH-FLYING MOVIE SEQUENCE, TAKE YOUR CAMERA 
ON A BIRD HUNT TO THE WOODS, BEACH OR CITY PARKS 





BIRD MOVIES CAN OFFER what every movie maker looks for—the un- 
usual images that make a home movie audience ask for a second look. 
But there are two very different types of bird movies—the scientific 
and the entertaining. 

The scientific type demands a small truckload of equipment—not 
to mention the patience to sit in a blind for hours. Here the purpose 
is to clinically record unusual specimens. But the type of movie (or 
sequence in a travel film, perhaps) we’re talking about can be shot 
with no more equipment than is required to film an active child. In 
fact, the problem in shooting birds is similar to that in shooting 
youngsters: you must get close enough to fill the frame. Naturally, 
some birds—city-bred pigeons, ducks, geese and even swans—often 
allow you close enough to shoot with a normal or even wide-angle 
lens. But when you can’t approach your subject, you either make him 
come to you or use a tele lens. 

Quite often just a few pieces of bread, some cracked corn or pea- 
nut butter will do the trick of bringing birds close to the camera. 
Just spread the food around—and wait. A regular bird feeder is a 
natural place to do your shooting. (Continued on page 106) 


1. MOOD: Your opening 
scene should set the mood 
of your film. Although it’s 
about birds, they need not 
appear immediately. Woods, 
left, set stage for introduc- 
tion of cut to bird below, 
although they were shot at 
different locales. Similar 
backgrounds make the cut 
thoroughly convincing. 


2. CLOSE-UPS: A telephoto 
or zoom lens is a must for 
close-ups of wild or game 
birds. Fast color film makes 
focusing easier because it 
permits a smaller lens 
opening and therefore 
greater depth of field. Game 
birds can be filmed most 
easily at preserves or game 
farms near your home. 














3. PEOPLE: Cut from birds 
only to people and birds 
adds variety to your films 
and also establishes a dif- 
ferent type of relationship. 
Shot can be used to lead 
audience into city aspect of 
bird life as contrasted to 
country surroundings. 


4. HUMOR: Bird baths, 
lakes or ponds usually sup- 
ply scenes with a light 
touch. Humor adds a 
change of pace. Other hu- 
morous situations include 
birds battling over the same 
food scraps. 


5. RELATIONSHIPS: Birds 
have a fairly social life— 
congregating in groups to 
feed and sun, as at left. 
Shooting scenes with vary- 
ing numbers of birds adds 
variety to footage. 


6. DRAMA: Tragedy con- 
trasts with the more happy, 
bright scenes in your mov- 
ies and emphasizes another 
aspect of bird life. Scenes 
like the one at left of the 
dead bird need not be kept 
on screen long to make the 
point forceful. 


7. LIGHTING: Exposing for 
highlights in the back- 
ground, thus silhouetting 
bird and rest of fore- 
ground, provides a change 
of pace from normally lit 
scenes. Backlighting effect 
can be achieved with most 
electric eye cameras by 
merely allowing the auto- 
matic control to set expo- 
sure from shooting position. 















































































8. PANNING: Following a 
flight of birds can be done 
at regular fps speeds. 
Here’s one place where 
hand-holding is more effec- 
tive than mounting camera 
on a tripod. You can follow 
birds smoothly as they fly 
past you by swinging your 
body. Hand-held pans of 
this type can be made suc- 
cessfully even with tele lens. 


9. SLOW MOTION: Shooting 
at 32 to 64 fps slows down 
action of bird’s wings so 
that motion is clearly de- 
fined on the screen. Slow 
motion also helps to length- 
en flight shots that may be 
too brief for sufficient foot- 
age of the action. 


10. BACKGROUNDS: Too 
leafy a background can hide 
bird. Keep long shots like 
one at left to a minimum. 
When you do shoot them, 
make sure leaves and 
branches don’t obscure 
subject. Occasional shot 
like this can be effective if 
not overdone. 


11. DETAIL. Sunlight inter- 
laced with shadow provides 
good background. Take 
close-up reading of area you 
want to shoot before bird 
arrives. Large aperture re- 
quired for shadow throws 
background out of focus 
and emphasizes foreground 
detail more strongly. 


12. FADING: Use variable 
shutter control or dia- 
phragm to close lens down 
for fadeout at end of film. 
For our ending, we used 
scene similar to one that 
opens film—coming around 
full circle with the idea for 
the movie.

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Inexpensive SLR Lenses: 
How to Find and Test Them 


Could a 135mm f/3.5 lens costing 
$39.95 be as good as one costing 
$164.50? Of course, it shouldn’t be. 
However, inexpensive tele and wide- 
angle lenses can be, just as there’s a 
small possibility that cheaper lenses 
could be even better. Interested? Here’s 
how to separate the good from the bad. 
Note: Most inexpensive (under $40) 
lenses are available in Exakta or Pen- 
tax-Pentacon-Praktica type mounts. If 
you already own a camera which ac- 
cepts these lenses or will if you add the 
appropriate adapter (see story on page 
60) you’re one step ahead of the camera 
owner who may have to resort to often 
costly specially built adapters in order 
to get the same lens attached to his 
single-lens reflex. 


Aperture vs quality 

Basically, there are two ways to ap- 
proach the low-priced SLR lens prob- 
lem. You can aim for a lens with a rela- 
tively large maximum aperture such as 
35mm f/2.8 or 135mm f/2.8 and go 
through a carload or so testing each 
until you find a good one. You may or 
you may not succeed. Incidentally, if 
you plan to buy such a lens, deal with a 
camera store which gives a money-back 
guarantee, and will allow you to return 
lenses until you find the one you want. 
Also, you don’t have to stick with inter- 
nationally known brand lenses. After 
exhaustive tests of both well-known and 
relatively unknown lenses (many stores 
import their own brands) Mopern 
found just as many good specimens in 
the relatively unknown brands as in the 
known ones. However, if you don’t have 
the patience and time to do such testing 
and are willing to settle for a wide-angle 
or tele lens of slower maximum aperture, 
you have a far better chance of coming 
up with a good one with a minimum of 
trouble. And with the very fast black- 
and-white and color films now available, 
the slower maximum aperture of these 
lenses need not be a drawback. 

What will you get for your less than 
$40? Forget about automatic dia- 
phragms. You may find a lens with a 
convenient spring-activated preset dia- 
phragm. But most will be of the turn- 
to-set preset variety. However, some 
preset mechanisms are harder to oper- 
ate and slip more than others. Be sure 
to give the preset mechanism a thor- 
ough workout. And check for slipping 
and stickiness of the diaphragm setting 
ring while you're at it. Don’t buy an in- 
expensive lens with “some small thing 
a repairman can fix.” The fixing will 


inevitably send the price way up. Make 
sure the lens is in top condition as is. 

Here are some checks to make at the 
store. Hold the lens you choose up to 
the light and look through both ends. 
Check for loose elements and uneven 
coating. Attach the lens to your camera 
and see if it produces an image bright 
enough to focus under the conditions 
you plan to shoot. Does the lens seat 
into your camera properly? With some 
inexpensive lenses we have found a 
slight variation in mounts which may 
cause unsharpness at infinity focus. 
Does the lens focus as close as you'd 
like? Is the range of f-numbers suf- 
ficient for your needs (some lenses stop 
down to f/16, others to £/22, and even 
£/32)? Does the lens take the same 
filter series as your present lens? Is 
there a built-in sun shade? Is the lens 
too large and bulky? 

Once you get the lens home, run these 
picture-taking tests: 

Shoot pictures of a medium gray wall 
or a clear sky (underexpose intention- 
ally). Use all apertures on the lens and 
compensate by altering shutter speed. 
Use a medium or slow speed film. (Note: 
be certain that your shutter speeds are 
consistent.) After processing, examine 
the negatives. 

If the pictures vary markedly in den- 
sity, then chances are the aperture 
markings are incorrect. Next, look for 
gradual and decisive light fall-off at the 
edges of the negatives. A gradual fall- 
off at large apertures should be ex- 
pected—even expensive lenses are guilty 
of this, but probably to a lesser degree. 
Marked fall-off (a quick transition from 
a dense area to a thin area) is usually 
the indication of vignetting caused by a 
physical cut-off of rays either inside the 
lens or by a smaller than adequate lens 
flange opening. 


Most important: the practical test 

Then, place your camera on a tripod 
and make pictures at infinity at most 
apertures. Examine the results by mak- 
ing (or having a reputable print-lab 
make) enlargements from the photos 
made at maximum aperture, one. two 
stops down, and the smallest aperture. 

Lastly take the kind of pictures you 
have bought the lens for. Are they sharp 
enough?

for the test with film. Open the back 
of the camera, set the ground glass 
in the film channel, and rest the 
magnifier on top (photo 3, page 50). 

Look through the magnifier and 
focus the lens until the target line is 
sharpest. If your eye gets a bit tired 
while doing this, you can relax it by 
opening the unemployed eye. When 
the target line is focused to your 
satisfaction, note the exact position of 
the distance scale on the lens—maybe 
make a mark on it with a pencil. 

If your camera has a rangefinder, 
close the shutter and cock it again so 
you can look through the viewfinder. 
You can tell immediately if your focus 
achieved through the ground glass and 
magnifier matches the rangefinder 
focus—the vertical rule should be un- 
broken. If not, refocus to make it a 
straight line. Then note the position of 
the distance scale. Open the shutter 
again and recheck the target line on 
the ground glass. 

Repeat this routine several times. 
If your findings are about the same 
each time, you can be pretty sure that 
you’re doing a careful job. 

If your camera has no rangefinder, 
focus on the target line with the 
magnifier and ground glass, and note 
the position of the distance scale. Then 
put the lens out of focus. Repeat this 
routine at least six times, noting the 
position of the distance scale each 
time. You should hit about the same 
spot each time. 

Then shift to the viewfinder and go 
through a similar routine at least six 
times, noting the position of the dis- 
tance scale each time. 

Now compare the two sets of dis- 
tance scale notations. If they are con- 
sistently very close, the ground glass 
and the film plane are probably in 
good alignment. However, if the two 
sets of notations indicate a consistent 
difference, the camera probably is 
misaligned and needs adjustment. 


Rangefinder vs ground glass 


In many cameras the rangefinder 
is located in the center of a special 
ground-glass focusing area, thus pro- 
viding alternative focusing methods. 
As I pointed out previously, it is possi- 
ble for these two systems to disagree. 
If so, which one is correct ? 

It’s possible to make a fairly useful 
check, using the same target setup as 
for the tests described above. It com- 
bines both film and visual tests. 

Using the rangefinder, focus on the 
vertical rule at the target line, note 
the position of the distance scale, and 
make an exposure on film. Then put the 
lens out of focus. Repeat this routine 
at least six times. 

Now shift your eye to the ground- 
glass focusing area and bring the 
target line to the sharpest focus possi- 
ble. Keep your eye off the rangefinder

image. Go through the same routine as 
for the rangefinder, at least six times. 

You now have two checks. You can 
compare the two lists of distance scale 
positions and see if they match 
reasonably well. If they do, the two 
focusing methods are probably in 
agreement. Then examine the devel- 
oped film and see how well the target 
line came out on each of the exposures. 


So it’s inaccurate! 

If all your tests indicate that the 
camera’s viewing system is definitely 
out of alignment, don’t fiddle with it 
yourself! The adjustment of focus is a 
precise and demanding operation and 
needs a trained repairman. 

The logical place to try first is the 
service department of the importer of 
your camera. It’s a good idea to pre- 
pare some 8 x 10 or larger prints which 
demonstrate the inaccurate focus. The 
service department may find the ap- 
parent inaccuracy of focus to be some- 
what less alarming and important than 
you do. Don’t be too disturbed by this. 
After they get done tinkering with the 
camera, test it again. In case you are 
far, far away from such service facili- 
ties, you may have to do it all by mail, 
which may be a long and frustrating 
experience. It might be worthwhile to 
ask your local camera store if they 
have a skilled and reliable repairman. 


Is it worth it? 


Obviously, the tests I have described 
involve a certain amount of work and 
time. If you always get razor-sharp 
pictures, you don’t need to go through 
these tests. If your picture taking is 
done mostly outdoors in bright sun or 
indoors with flash, hairline accuracy 
may be unimportant. However, if you 
paid a wad of money for a fine camera 
because you wanted to be able to make 
sharp pictures under a wide range of 
conditions, it seems to me that a test 
of focus may be worthwhile.

BIRD MOVIES

If you already own a tele or zoom lens 
and a tripod you're just about set for 
equipment. A 11%-in. (for 8mm) or 3-in. 
(for 16mm) tele is sufficient for most 
city birds and even sea gulls. A 3-in. 
(for 8mm) or 6-in. (for 16mm) lens pro- 
vides good close-ups of the more elusive 
birds. Or you can try shooting through 
binoculars or monoculars (see MopERN, 
October 1959). A long cable release— 
long enough for you to control the cam- 
era from a hiding place where the birds 
can’t see you—is a convenient device. 


Problems of exposure 

Using comparatively fast daylight 
color film—Ansco Moviechrome (E.I. 
20), Kodachrome II (E.I. 25), Ekta- 
chrome (E.I. 125), or Anscochrome 
(E.I. 32)—provides two advantages. 
One, since birds are often found in fairly 
deep shadows—trees, for example—the 
faster color films may spell the differ- 
ence between good exposure and no ex- 
posure at all. Second, under normal sun- 
lit conditions, a smaller f-number than 
possible with slow color films will pro- 
vide greater depth of field—particularly 
important when you shoot with a tele. 

Naturally, you won't be able to write 
a script for your bird movie. But you 
should have some idea of what you want 
it to say. A series of long shots of birds 
perched on telephone wire won't make a 
movie. In the photos on pages 84 and 835, 
we've illustrated one idea you may want 
to use. We’ve tried to show the many 
sides of bird life—city, wood and shore. 

The idea incorporates several tech- 
niques you can use in your own films: 
slow motion, panning and exposure 
effects. They provide the film with va- 
riety of mood, pacing, color and lighting. 

Slow motion is especially useful. In 
scene 9, page 85, we used 64 fps to slow 
the action of a bird hovering over a 
pond in search of food. The audience can 
now see the rhythm of the wings and also 
understand the relationship between 
bird and pond. 

But slow motion need not be used to 
shoot all birds in flight. The flight in 
scene 8 was shot at normal fps by pan- 
ning a hand-held camera with the action. 
With a pan like this, hand-holding is 
more convenient than using a tripod. 
The pan helps to counteract jiggling. 

Exposure control adds variety. In 
scene 7 we silhouetted the bird by set- 
ting the camera for the highlight read- 
ing. If you have an electric eye camera, 
a strong background highlight may auto- 
matically result in a silhouette shot. In 
scene 1] we exposed for as much detail 
of the bird as possible. For best results, 
take a close-up reading before the bird 
arrives.—ERNST WILDI
